I have the honour to enclose 
herewith lists of Ahousaht school children, as 
directed in your letter of January 30th, 1940. 


In referring to the report of 
Capt. Barry in connection with proposed day school at 
Ahousaht, the situation has not been materially changed 
by the destruction of the residential school. 


The two class rooms remain, but 
will require some repair at an approximate cost of 
$90.00, and I quite agree that these buildings would 
not be worth transporting to another site. The residence 
referred to was built by the Department, although on 
Church property, and was not much damaged by the fire. 
This could be used as a residence for the teacher if 
necessary, and I would strongly recommend that the 
teacher be a married man whose wife is a qualified nurse. 


My reason for this lies in the 
fact that for many years a nurse has been employed at 
the school, and the natives have become dependent upon 
her for every minor illness and treatment, and unlike 
those at other reserves have lost their native self- 
reliance. 


The proposed site for the new 
school is very good except for water and it would be 
necessary to dig and protect a well, as the water supply 
on the reserve is very poor. 


The number of school age pupils 
as mentioned by Capt. Barry is overestimated, and 
possibly Capt. Barry took in the total pupilage at the 
school. This was made up as follows: 


Ahousaht Band 42 
Others 30 


Of this total, the thirty of the 
other bands will go to Alberni school, and of the 
Ahousaht Band approximately twenty-two will also have to 
go there, leaving only twenty for the day school.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I would refer you to the contents of 
Departmental letter 159-2-5 in regard to the construction 
of an Indian Day School at Ahousaht, West Coast Agency. 
Mr Hoey's letter is dated January 8th, 


the present shousaht Indian tiesidential 
School is the property of the Woman's Missionary Society 
of the United Church of Canada, It is not located on an 
Indian Reserve, but to the south of Mark-to-sis Indian 
Reserve, Ahousaht band No, 15, and situated between the 
small bay and the lake as shown on Plan 3 of the Clayoquot 
Sound Indian Reserves in your possession. 


At the present Ahousaht Indian Hesidential 
School there are two classrooms located in a simple 
long building with windows all on one side, This building 
is worth very little, and in any case being on United 
Church land is not the property of the Department. 

I much doubt that in any case the material would be worth 
taking apart, transporting some half mile along a board 
walk through the woods to the middle of the Ahousaht 
village. 

Ihe teachers of the school at present live 
in the residential school building, which will. of course 
be useless to us when the new Alberni Indian hesidential 
School building is ready for occupation. 


At the present Ahousaht Residential School 
there is a good house for the Missionary or Principal. 
This was erected late in 1936 I believe for it is first 
mentioned in my report on the school dated April 15th 1937, 
see confidential covering letter. 


Un Page 17 of my School Survey, est Coast 
Agency, forwarded to you in its final form on January 31, 
i938 I recommended the erection of a one room day school 
at Ahousaht, and large enough to accommodate 35 pupils. 


It was suggested that this new school 
hould be located on the high piece of rocky land in front 
of the Indian village of Ahousaht. It was explained that 
this site is on the sea, and has large village greens on 
each side, a path at the rear or village side and the sea 
in front. It is in many ways an excellent site, is of 
course on the Indian Reserve, and as the Indians would no 
doubt like to have the new school in their own village 
it should not be difficult to obtain the surrender of 
sufficient land for this purpose. 
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Conditions have somewhat changed since my 
Survey Report was made on this West Coast Agency, and as 
it has now been decided to move a number of the pupils 
from Voqualeetza to the new Alberni Indian Residential School 
a larger local day school will be needed at Ahousaht than 
was suggested in January 1938, 


Provision should be made for the maximum number 
of pupils that can be taught by one teacher, and 1 would 
Suggest that the actual schoolroom should be large enough 
to accommodate forty five children in place of the thirty five 


previously suggested. 


The actual number of children of school age 
and under now at Ahousaht has changed since my survey was 
made, but no doubt the Indian Agent could supply the present 
figures, It may be taken for granted that there would be 
around forty pupils available as soon as the present residental 
school at Ahousaht was closed down, 


; The lumber mentioned in my above quoted Survey 
Report as av.ilable at the Ahousaht Residential School has 
now been used for other purposes, 


I never considered that a cement basement 
would be necessary at Ahousaht, though there weather is 
very damp, The fact thet funds are to be strictly limited 
leads me to recommend that one large schoolroom with the 
usual entrance halls is all that is necessary, for the 
main building. Two toilets and a woodshed would also be 
required, 

As previously suggested the teacher could no 
doubt have room and board at the fairly new house used at 
present by Mr A.E.Caldwell, provided that the United Church 
intends to locate a Missionary at Ahousaht. 


If the United Church is unable to provide 
accommodation for a teacher it will be nece ry to change 
the type of day school and a residence for the 
teacher. The isider that in any case this 
would be better, In this case the type of school erected 
at Pemberton would be best and a cement basement would be 
necessary,

If the United Church is unable to provide 
accommodation for a teacher it wili be necessary to change 
the type of day school and to include a residence for the 
teacher. The pertment may consider that in any case this 
would be better, In this case the type of school erected 
at Pemberton woul be best and os cement basement would be 
necessary.

I am anxious to secure from you 
the fullest possible information in respect to 
construction of an Indian day school at Ahousah 
In the 1949-41 estimetes, despite drastic reductions 
in every branch of the government service, including 
onr own branch, we succeeded in retainine an item 
of $3,500 for the construction of a school at Ahousaht 
to serve the pupils now in attendance at the residential 
school at that point. It is my understanding that a 
teacher's residence, the property of the Ynited Church, 
already exists on the Ahousaht site. ‘e have no 
information at our disposal, however, to indicate whether 
or not the present school is actually located on an 
Indian reserve. If the present buildings are on @ re~ 
serve, would it be necessary to purchase » site for the 
new school? Should this school have full basement 
accommodation for vocational instruction? Woul® it be 
possible to secure @ sketch of the site, the locatton 
of the present builcines and the distance of the school 
buildings from the Indian homes? IT should like to know, 
also, to what extent we will be able to secure lumber 
from any of the present buildines that may be abandoned 
when the new school is erected. 


If you can find a favourable onpor- 
tunity to discuss this matter with Inspector Barry, ft 
feel confident both of you will have a fair idea of the 
{nformation we are anxious to secure. The pbuilding of 
an Indian day school at Ahouseht 4s part of the policy 
agreed upon by the Government and the United Church when 
it was decided that the Cogualeetza school should be used 
in future as a sanatorium for the care of Indian patients 
suffering from tuberculosis.

I am in receipt of your letter of the 21st 
ultimo enclosing letters from Inspector Barry and 
Indian Agent Ashbridge with reference to the proposed 
Indian day school at Ahousaht. 


Authority has already been issued for the 
expenditure of $90.00 for repairing the building to 
be used for day school purposes between now and the 
end of June, 1940. 


It has been decided to allow the two teachers 
salary at the rate of $850.00 a year each from the 
date on which the day school was opened until the 
end of June, 1940. While the teachers forwarded 
questionnaires they did not state the exact date on 
which they began duties at the day school.

Dear Sir: Your File 159-36-5. 1 


I have to refer to your letter of May 30th enclosing 
a copy of a letter from Rev. R. B. Cochrane, Secretary, Board 
of Home Missions, United Church of Canada, in the matter of a 
location for a Day School at Ahousaht. 


I may say that the suggestion that one or more of the 
remaining buildings of the Residential School unit be used as a 
Day School was considered some time ago and it was decided then 
that the site was too far from the village and as a considerable 
expenditure would be required to put the buildings in condition 
for our requirements, it would be desirable for these and other 
reasons to build the school in the Ahousaht village itself. 


My own opinion is that the distance from the village 
to the old Residential School site is too far for the children 


to walk, especially in cold, wet, stormy weather, of which they 
have considerable on the West Coast. This distance would not be 
con sidered too great in settled communities or in an open farming 
country, but there are certain risks in having children traverse 
such a distance through uninhabited densely wooded country by 
trail, that should not be overlooked. There is no doubt in my 
mind that the attendance would be much better if the school were 
located in the village, and the presence of the teacher daily 
among the Indian people should be helpful to them in many res- 
pects. After careful consideration of all the circumstances, I 
am satisfied that it would be in the best interests of the 
Indians and the Department to build the school in the village, as 
proposed, and would appreciate receipt of the Depar tment 's 
decision in this matter at an early date.

Dear Major MacKay: 


I have considered with care the Department's 
airmail letter 159/36/5, dated May 30, 1940, with reference to 
a suggestion of Reverend R.BeCoehrane that no new Indian Lay 
School be erected in the village of Ahousaht, West Coast Agency, 
but that rather the proposed Indian Day School be carried on in 
one of the two rooms formerly used as classrooms at the Ahousaht 
Indian Residential School. 


I should like to point out to you that should 
the old classroom or classrooms be used the Ahousaht children 
will have a daily walk of some mile on a raised plank walk 
through the woods to and from school. I fear that accidents, 
children falling off planks, etc., quite likely to occur. 


With the Day School so far from the Indian 
village it will be almost impossible to keep up a good percentage 
attendance while if the school were conducted in the Ahousaht 
village itself, the attendance would certainly be better and the 
teacher would be in a position to exercise a certain amount of 
control by visiting Indian parents in their own housese 


It should also be remembered that if we are 
to conduct an Indian Day Sehool in this district it would be 
far better to have it loeated on the Indian Reserve itself than 
on property belonging to the Woman's Missionary Society of the 
United Church of Canada, over which we have no control.

Sir: 


I heave the honor to refer to your letter of June 6th in 
Connection with the proposed day sehool at Ahousaht. The class 
rooms in use at the present time are situated on the site of the 
Old Residential Sehool which is chureh property and approximately 
three quarters of a mile from the Village. These olassrcoms are 
badly constructed, poorly ventilated and lighted. 


To modernize these rooms would mean spending considers le 
money on remodelling and repair, whieh money could be spent to 
better advantage in a Department owned school. 


The people of shousaht cannot be said to be healthy and 
the children are not robust. I quite agree with Captain Barry 
that children having to walk a long distance in wet weather and 
being obliged to sit in a classroom with their present defects 
is detrimental to their health and also to school attendance. 


Having the school at the village would bring the teacher 
into closer touch with parents, ensure better attendance. I 
would respectfully recommend that the new school as proposed 
be built at Ahousaht Village.

On my recent visit to Ahousaht 
I inspected these rooms, and find that some renewals and 
repairs are necessary to render them fit for use, and 
submit as below a list of the necessary repairs and 
renewals with the estimated cost of same.

ing, but as the room is wired for electric light it can be 
supplied from the old lighting plant at an estimated cost 
of $5.00 per month for the winter months. 


F Due to the distance from the 
village and the prevailing bad weather encountered at this 
point, it will be necessary to provide a hot mid-day lunch 
in order to maintain attendance, and authority has been 
requested for this item, which was included in my annual 
estimates. 


The request has also been received 
from the parents that the Department provide raincoats for 
the children. It is expected that there will be an initial 
attendance of twenty-five pupils.

I have the honour to acknow~ 
ledge your letter of April 12th, 1941, and to report on 
the Ahousaht Day School as follows: 


The old classrooms at present 
in use are situated about one-quarter mile from the village 
and are part of the old Residential School, end presumably 
the property of the United Chureh. Classrooms are poorly 
constructed and, apart from doors and windows, would be of 
little value if torn down and taken to a new site. 


It is not thought that the attend- 
ance at the Ahousaht School will eat any time exceed twenty- 
five pupils, and it would be more economical to build a new 
schoolroom than to utilize the old buildings, with the 
exception of doors, windows, furnishings and desks. Reconst- 
ruction could not be carried out until late in the year, as 


the Indians are away on the fishing grounds from May to 
Ootober, and I feel suro they would expect payment for labor. 


Since the destruction of the 
Residential School the Indians have opposed the day school, 
and have sought admission for their children to both the 
Christie and Alberni Residential Schools on every pretext. 


Present classrooms have been put 
in good order and in eo far as their construction will permit, 
and new heater and lighting provided. Also rubber boots were 
provided for the children keep them dry during the wet 
season, and mid-day meal given to eliminate the necessity of 
going home at mid-day. 


In view of these conditions, I 
would respectfully recommend that the present classrooms be 
retained for at least another year, and the allowance for 
mid-day meal extended.

Re: _Ahousaht Indien Day School 


I have for acknowledgment a letter dated March 29, 
1941, and also copy of a resolution passed by the Ahousaht 
Band, attached thereto. 


It is noted that in this resolution the members 
of the Band ask for the construction of a new Indian day 
school at the Ahousaht Village. 


No provision has heen made in the estimates now 
before Parliament for the construction of Indian day or 
residential schools anywhere in the Dominion, and it is 
not at all likely that funds will be available for the 
construction of an Indian day school at Ahousaht at any 
time in the inmediate future. In view of this fact, TI 
have been woncering if the demolition of the present 
school and its reconstruction near the villaze has ever 
been seriously considered. TI am eware, of course, that 
the existing building is somewhat ol¢ and @ilanidated 
but it has occurred to me that if the Indians are really 
interested in the education of their chiléren they might 
undertake, during the summer months, the dismantling of 
the old. building and the construction of a building at 
the village. A building reconstructed in this sense 
might not be ideal for educational purposes, but it might 
be suitable for their needs until times become somewhat 
normal. I am making this Suggestion on the understanding 
that the labour costs involved vould be borne by the 
Indians. We have no item in our estimates that vould 
enable us to assume payment of the labour costs involved 
in the reconstruction of this school.

I have the honor to refer to your letter of June 6th in 
connection with the proposed day school at Ahousaht. The class 
rooms in use at the present time are situated on the site of the 
old Residential School which is church property and approximately 
three quarters of a mile from the village. These classrooms are 
badly constructed, poorly ventilated and lighted. 


To modernize these rooms would mean spending considerable 
money on remodelling and repair, which money could be spent to 
better advantare in a Department owned school. 


The people of Ahousaht cannot be said to be healthy and 
the children are not robust. I quite agree with Captain Barry 
that children having to walk a long distance in wet weather and 
being obliged to sit in a classroom with their present defects 
is detrimental to their health and also to school attendance. 


HNaving the school at the village would bring the teacher 
into closer touch with parents, ensure better attendance. I 


would respectfully recommend that the new school as proposed 
be built at ahousaht Village.

Dear Major Mackay: 


I have considered with care the Department's 
airmail letter 159/36/5, dated May 30, 1940, with reference to 
a suggestion of Reverend K.B.Cochrane that no new Indian Day 
Sehool be erected in the village of Ahousaht, West Coast Agency, 
but that rather the proposed indian Day School be carried on in 
one of the two rooms formerly used as classrooms at the Ahousaht 
Indian Residential School. 


J should like to point out to you that should 
the old classroom or classrooms be used the Ahouseht children 
will have a daily walk of some mile on a raised plank walk 
through the woods to and from school. I fear that accidents, 
children falling off planks, etc., quite likely to occur. 


With the Day School so far from the Indian 
village it will be almost impossible to keep up a good percentage 
attendance while if the school were conducted in the shousaht 
village itself, the attendance would certainly be better and the 
teacher would be in a position to exercise a certain amount of 
control by visiting Indian parents in their own houses. 


It should also be remembered that if we are 
to conduct an indian Day School in this district it would be 
far better to have it located on the Indian Reserve itself than 
on property belonging to the Woman's Missionary Society of the 
tmited Church of Canada, over which we have no control.

Due to previous coumitments, 
it is not anticipated that this building will be erected 
this summer. However, it is high on Inspector Davey's 
list of required schools for British Columbia and it is 
expected that it will be included in our 1949-50 Estimates. 


In view of the above recommendation 
the Department would like to be advised further with 
regard to the views of those members of the Women's 
Missionary Society who were of the opinion that a 
Residential ‘School should be built at Ahousaht.

Dear Sir, 

It affords us very much pleasure 
to welcome you to Chilliwack again, especially 
as your visit is in connection with a matter 
in which we are all so much interested, = the 
opening of this beautiful school building. 
We wish you to convey our thanks to the Governs 
ment for the assistance rendered in the 
erection of this edifice for the education of 
our children. As the white people fill up 
our country we are more than ever satisfied, 
that to compete with them successfully we 
must have education. 

But, there 

other matters of which we would like to speak. 
The white people were sor 26 first. By tra. 
dition we can trace our ancestry back for many 
fenerations, and it has been handed down to 
us that this land has always belonged to the 
Indians. We are glad however that the white 


people have come, and we share with them 
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our land, trees, animals, birds and fish; but, 
we are troubled when we are told that we must 
no longer catch our fish in the way we have 
always caught them, viz,the long net anchored 
along the sides of our streams and rivers. 


We are also told at certain 


th - 
f seasons that we may catch fish for our own 


use, but not sell them to white people, We 
think this very unjust; for there are times 
when the sale of a salmon would bring to us 
little things which we could not otherwise 
have. And when the salmon are in season why 
should the Indians be compelled to pay license 


for catching and selling what belongs to thom, 


We would like you as our chief to

that but few of them get up stream. We have 
always been able to get sturgeon however, and 
we have said very little about the salmon; but 
now that the white people are going about to 
destroy what seems to us our last resort, we

With regard to our Land we would like to say 
just a word. We are constantly told that unless 
we clear up our reserves, the land will be 
taken from us. Have the white people cleared 
up all their land? Will there not be some 
Left for the next generation to clear up. Many 
of us are doing the pest we can, and are just 
as anxious for the land to be cleared as any~- 


one; but it does not help us to be constantly 


told that we are in danger of losing our land. 


We are very sorry that the 
Government has stopped eiving medicines to 
our sick people, whilst at the same time we 
are told that our own doctors are not to 
practice. When sickness overtakes us many 
of our people die because we cannot pay the 
whitesman doctor, and have no money to buy 
medicine. If the Government would appoint a 
doctor to care for us we would pe very thanke 


ful indeed. 


And now Sir, we trust that 
your visit will be pleasant to yourself, 


and profitable to us. As you seek to guard 
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the interests of the Indian people so will 
our love for you be increased and praying 


God’s blessing to rest upon you.

This Institute is to replace the Coqua-Leetza 
iome which wae destroyed by fire in the Srping of 1892, 
and towards which the D partment contributed $1,000.00, 
besides giving a per capita 
for 10 pupils, The jovernment has already contributed 
$5,000,00 towaras tie new Institute, The Government was 
not consulted either in re ard to the establishment of the 


‘oqua-Leetza Home or thé istitute which is to replace 


it, Bit 187 was asked the plans of the builuings 


were submitted to the Department,and the estimated cost 


was put at $15,000,00, Dr.Sutherland now stutes however 


that the cost (excluding the necessary outbuildings) 


will be about $25,000.00, 


The land on which the Institute is building was 


not fiven by the Government;but in September last Dr, 
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Sutherland wrote saying that more land was reauived,and 
enquiring as to a nalf-section of lana which he had been 
told was available for the Tnstitute. He was asked for 
a description which would enable the Department of the 
Interior to say whether the land was available;but so 

far he has not furnished any.

I have the honour to report that at 
special request of the Missionary in 
charge, the Reverend Mr. Tate, and of others 

connected with the Society under whose aus» 

pices the Institution has been erected and 

is now ably conducted; as well as in coms» 

pliance with the desire of the Indians in 
vicinity I proceeded on the 24th. ultimo 

to Chilliwack to be present at the formal 

opening of the "Coqualectza Home", which took 


place c 2 b ultimo. 


Great intcrest was 
manifested by the comaunity in the opening 
ceremony, the attendance being large notwithe 
standing that raiw fell continuously during 
the day. There was quite an extensive gathere 
ing of the natives who at the meeting held with 
them presented me with an address, copy of 

which 
The Deputy Supt. General 


of Indian Affairs. 
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which I inclose herewith,.\ The complaints in 
reference to the restrictions placed upon 
them in regord to the taking of salmon and 
other fish I consider not unreasonable as 

I certainly think that they have every right 
to be discontented with the provisions of 

the late "Fishery Regulations for the Pro» 
vince of B. C." as in many cases, should the 
same be enforced, large numbers of the Indians 
will be deprived of the means of sustaining 
themselves and families which from time 
immemorial they have hitherto enjoyed with» 


out guestion. 


The destruction of sturreon 
alluded to seems almost criminal in its 
wentonness and some steps should be effect} 
ively taken to prevent. repetition of the 
wholesale slaughter of that valuable fish in 
future. On the ISth. of March Captain Gaudin, 

gent of Marine and Fisheries, was notified 
the destruction of these fish and a copy 
the protest sent to the Indian Agent, 
the Indians of the Lower Fraser, was sent 


him; the Indian Agent saw Mr. MeNab on 


the 
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the subject about the same time but still 
nothing was done. On the I7th. instant l 
wrote to Mr. MeNab inclosing Mr. Devlin’s 
report in which he stated that the Indians 
had threatened to take the law in their 

own hands, etc. and in reply received an 
answer, copy of which I inclose herewith, 
which means very little, if anything, in re«# 
gard to any actual steps having been taken 

to prevent the same gestructive methods being 
adopted in future, for the taking of sturgeon, 
as under any circumstances these fish could 
not be caught after the I5th. instant, and 
his stating that"it is not at all likely 
“that it will ever be resumed under conditions 
“similar to the past* amounts to no fuarantee 
for the preservation of the sturgeon during 
the next ensuing season, when it may be again 
deemed lawful to adopt means for the taking 
of these fish certain to lead to their total 
extinction in the lower Fraser. The sturgeon 
forms a large factor in the food-supply of 
the Indians living in the vicénity of

lower Fraser and the depletion of thes 


from these waters mean serious loss to, 


trouble 
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trouble in connection with, the Indians 


referred to. 


a In recardg to the remarks in 


the address concerning their reserves I ene 
cdeavoured to impress upon them that for many 
reasons it was necessary that they should, 
to the utmost extont within their ability, 
utilize such land as a means towards thoir 
own support anc also as a preparation for 
the maintewance in comfort of their children 
etc. etc: and assured thom that their land 
and themselves would be looked after by 

the Department so long as they evinced a 
desire to help themselves and to profitably 
take advantage of the means placed within 
their reach by the Department through its 
officers. I explained that those who could 
pay for Doctors medicine etc. should do so; 
but that when any of their number were too 
poor to provide necessary medical attendance 
or medicine the Agent would see that they 
did not suffer, etc. On the whole the meoting 
with the Indians, and the opening of the Ine 
stitution passed off very satisfactorily; and 


the 
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the Coqualeetza Hone is now one of the most 
complete establishments of the kind in the 
Province, The following description of the 
“Homo" may be of interest r= "The building, 
‘which is situated at Sardis, about two and 
“a half miles from the town of Chilliwack, is 
“the lareest and most complete establishnent 
‘of the kind in the Province. It is located 
“in twenty acres of land, the whole of which 
‘is under cultivation, and is surrounded by 
“beautiful Scenery. The structure is of brick 
‘with three stories and baseinent, being IIO 
feet long by 62 feet in width. It has 2ccOmo-= 
dation for I00 pupils, with a starr of 8 or 
IO Instructors, The basement contains dairy, 
laundry, play-rooms, bathsrooms and furnaces 
rooms. The ground flcor has the kitchen, 
‘pantry, dining«room for pupils and staffs 
sitting-room, bed=room and office for Prins 
cipal; also sittingsroom for lady teachers, 
bedsroom for matron, sewing-room for Girls, ana 
reading-room for boys. On the second floor 
are school-rooms, dormitories, bed-rooms, 
and store-rooms. The third floor also con» 
tains dormitories, bedrooms, and store 
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‘rooms. The establishment is heated and venti- 
‘lated throughout by the "Smead=Dowd* system, 
‘which also provides with complote sanitary 
‘arrangements; and in walking through the 
*promises the visitor is surprised and pleased 
at the order and cleanliness everywhere 
‘evinced. The dormitories are lined with rows 
‘of iron cots of handsome appearance and 
‘strongly made, with woven wire mattress, 
‘she uppét end being elevated to form a pillow. 
‘On this is laid a thick felt mattress, very 
‘soft and yielding, and for covering there 
are good blankets and patchwork quilts of 
‘pretty cesign. The cots were made in the 
Central prison, Toronto, and the quilts 
for the most part have been supplied by ladies 
in the East. There is a hospital in the build. 
ing, but this is isolated so 
any danger, 

There are at present 6% pupils 
(37 boys and 26 girls) varying from little 
more than infancy to I65 or I6 years of age, 


all clean and happy looking, and all exidently

The formal opening of the Coqualeetza | 
Industrial Institute, an institution or- |

We 
think this very unjust; for there are 
times when the sale of a salmon would 
bring to us little things which we could 
not otherwise have. And when the 
salmon are in season, wiv should the 
Indians be compelled to jay license for | 
catching ard selling what belongs to 
them ? 

We would like you as our chief to 
enter protest against the wholesule 
slaughter of the sturgeon ia the Fraser 
river. The salmon are tished so much 
at the mouth of the river that but few 
of them get up stream. We have always 
been able to get sturgeon, however, and 
we e very little about the 
salmon ; but now that the white people 
are going about to destroy what seems 
to us our |: resort, we think the time | 
has come for us to speak. 

With regard to our land, we rvould 
like to say justa word. We are con- 

ntly told that unless we clear up our 
reserves, the land will be taken from 
us. Have the white people cleared up 
all their land? Will there not be some 
left for the next generation to clear up? 
Many of us are doiug the best we can,

of the 4th inst., No. 120292, referring to the reported expulsiog 
of four boys, or young men, from the Institute at Chiiliwhack, 
with copy of letters from Mr Super't Vowel and Mr Agent Nevin. 
As the latter two documents give the substantial facts in the 
case, no further explanation is necessary. I quite concur, how- 
ever, in the opinion that it is not advisable to admit grown up 
boys into am Institute like that at Chilitiwhack, nor was it our 
antention that they should be admitted. When application was 
made sometime ago, through the Indian Department, to the Depart- 
ment. of the Interior, for a block of land at Kultus Lake, our 
intertion was to utilise it for the instruction of the older 
boys, and even of young men, and by retaining them permanently 
at that place to prevent: intercourse with the pupils at the 
Institute proper. ‘The land could not be secured, however, and 
we were obliged to abandon the project, at least tor a Sate Stee 
sequently when the young wen referred to in the letter gbed for 
admission, as they were reported to be of good character, they 
were taken in. The experiment has not proved to be satisfactory, 
and I am writing to the Rev Mr Robson to guard against similar 
admissionsin the future. 

There is one yrmwctical difticult,that will always 
meet us in regard to ‘this matter. In order to obtain the best 
results it is doubtless necessary that pupils should be received 


at a comparativety early age; but in order to give thorough 
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training these pupils should remain until grown up tm, say till 
the aze of eighteen years, and unless there is some other In- 
stitute to which the boys might be sent during the last two or 
three years of their training, we may experience similar dif- 
ficultes in the future to those recently reported from the 
Coqualeetza Institute.

T have the honor to acknowledge the receipt of your letter 
of Augugt 25th, No.1z1,607, giving the amount appropriated cuiag 
the fiscal year 1897-06,to the Indian Industrial Institutes and 
Boarding schools wader our care; also enquiring in regard to 
managing the Cogualeetza Institute on a smaller per capita grant 
under certain circumstances. 

Touching this latver point, the time is scarcely rive for a 
definite proposition. It is knownto the Deartuent that the 
entire cost of the Coqualeetza Institute (some $25.000) was pro- 
vided for by the Missionary Society with the exception of $5000 
granted by the Deartment. This was in such marked contrast to 
the treatment accorded by the Department to other denominations 
that it has been a standing grievance with us ever since. The 
request has bee. before the Department for a long time that the 
Government, should re-imburse the Society for the expenditure on 
the Coqualeetza buildings, and thus put us upon a par with other 
detomirations doing similar work. This is one of the points that 
would have to be settled before the question of a reduced per 
capita grant can be considered. 

During the past month I paid a visit to Coqualeetza, and 
wade a careful inspection of the buildings.and the character of 
the work being done. The result of this inspecting was very 
satisfactory. The premises @pe in good condition, and so far 


as I could judge the papils were heaithy, contented, and making

commendable progress in the school, amd in the various industrie 1 
pursuits. ‘The members of the staff give good evidence of being 
deveted to their work, and of having in a marked degree the coh- 
fidence and affection of the pupils. In order to do the most 
effective work, however, several things are necessary. The tiret 
is a separate building, chiefly for schoo! purposes, SO that the 
large room Low occupied for school work may be turned into & 
dormitory, which is very much needed; and the Kindergarten room 
into a store room, which is also ainecessity. Uur proposition 
would be that we provide plans for the proposed building, with 
estimates of cost, and that when these were approved, 4 grant 
should be made to the Missionary Society, and buildings erected 
by us under Governnert inspection, and to the satisfaction of the 
Nepartinent . 

Another thing that is very much needed is additional land. 
There are but 20 acres conneeted with the Institute, and this does 
not afford sufficient space for giving the older boys that trais- 
ing in farm work which is so essential. The 20 acres compos ing 
the present site were purchased at the rate of bob yer acre. If 
ascertained that additional land adjoining the present 20 acres 
can be obtained at a cost of $100 per acre, which 4s cheap 43 
prices go in that neighborhood. These are the more pressing 
matters at the present time, and I trust that they will receive 
favorable consideration trom the Department.

In conversation with the Principal, Matron, and School Teach- 


er, T found that two things are urgently needed at the present 


‘time; first, additional iand for farm purposes, and second, a 


enouzh to accomodate the two divisions 
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of the school ,with one or two rooms tor the sewing and dress- 
making department, and another for Band practice and similar 
pur pos oS. 
Respecting land,it_wilt be remembered that there ate 
Ipeiortugiang 
about 20 acres adyodsming the Institute, which does sot afford 
sufficient room for the instruction ot the older boys in farm 
work to which many of them take very readily. When visiting the 
place I found that 20 acres additional could be procured from 
Mr Webb, from whom the present site was purchased, the price ask- 
ed being $100 per acre, which is $25 per acre less than was form 
erly paéd. There was also an offer from Mr A.C.Wells to sell 
50 acres across the Luckakuk Kiven, im. the rear of the presett-In- 
stitute site, at the same price as is asked by Mr Wedd. Since 
that tine, however .we have learned that on the main road leading 
from the Institute to Chilliwack there is an ecellert taym ot 
some 90 acres, which car be secured for about $55 per acres the 
owner being out of the country and desires to sell. The acquisi- 
tion of this addition, land we consider not only important ont 
necessary, and trust that the Departiaent wili comply with the 
request. 

Respecting the new building; the present one, 45 1 have 
said, is very crowded, but if provision were wade outside for 
the school, sewing room, &, the rooms at present occupied far 
these purposes could be turned into dormitorées, aud thereby 
greatly facilitate the work of the Institute. What we propose 
is the erectioh of a building in the rear ot the present one at 
a distance, say of some 25 or 30 feet, Gonsisting of two Stories 
and a basement. ‘The basement to contain heating appssatus, fued 
room, and some storage rooms for various prryos<s, which are 
very much needed. The main fdoor to have accomotation tor the 


t, and a Separate roolid! but connected) for the 
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Kindergarten, a large room, or two small ones, for the dress- 
making department, and perhaps a business office for the Princi- 
pal. The upper story would contain a room for the boys band 
practice in cold or stormy weather; the remaining space could be 
utilized for various useful purposes. ! would, however, sug- 
gest that we be allowed to submit plans tor this building, which 
when approved by the Department we would undertake to erect for + 
a specified sum. In the meantime an approximate urant could be 
included in the estimates. 

It is perhaps umnecessapy to remind the Stperintendent 
General that the entire expense for the prese:t building and 
equipmert of this Institute has been borne by this Society, 
with the exception of 35000 which was granted in two suns by the 
Department, and this we think gives us exceptionally strong 


grounds for the requests that are now made.

which gives I think all particulars required. The 


land at present at disposal of the Institute is not by 
any means sufficient for an Institution of such dimensions, 


and the tracts of land mentioned in Mr. Hall's letter 
seem offered at a reasonable price. The accommodation 
afforded in the present building for the large staff 
and number of pupils is not up to the reasonable re- 
quirements and the new building asked for is almost a 
necessity. 

In reference to the per capita grant I 
should most certainly consider that if additional 
land and buildings are supplied by the Department a per 
capita allowance of $100.00 would be ample considering 
that by far the greater portton of the required food- 
supply could be raised upon the lands of the Institute, 
and the clothing, boots and shoes, etc., could also 


be made in the establishment, 
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Were it not that the plan of the proposed new building 
sent by Mr. Hall was not complete enough I should have 
reported immediately on receipt of his letter yesterday. 

I have, however, hunted up Mr. Hooper and he 
has promised to supply me with a more comprehensive plan 
and also with an approximate estimate cost of building, 
etc. which when I receive shall be duly forwarded.

Referring to our conversation in your Office on the 24th 
inst., I beg to submit 4 brief memorandum on the more import- 
ant points, trusting that they will have your serious and. 
favorable consideration. 

As to the Coqualeets Institute at Chillawack,3.C., I 
beg to remind you that the entire expense of providing build- 
ings and equipment was borne by the MisSionary Society. It 
appeared that we had to do this or so without an Institute 
altogether, and in this respect the treatment was in marked 
Contrast with that accorded to other Missionary Societies att 
Churches for whom buildings and equipment were provided by 
the Goverment. The only help received tovard the original 
Cost Gonsisted of two erants from the D6partmernt of $2500 anh, 
which exactly represents what we had to ay for the 20 acrag 
of ‘and upon which the buildings stand. Then after a length 
of time we received a per capita grant for only 10 fapils ata 
time when more than 50 were in attendance; afterwards it was 
increased to a grant for 17 yupbls, and ultimately within 
the past year or two a grant for 50, although fully 100 were 
in attendance. Here again is a marked discrimination, for I 
fird from the Departmertal Blue Holy tron the report of the 
Auditor General, that in the case of other Indian Institutes 
in British Colwnbia a per capita /provision has been regu larly

actually in attendance, although I presume that payments were 
made only for those who did actually apterd.

1.That the Department will supply us with additional 
land, either by purchase or rental, so that we may have room 
enough to give the older bays the training in farm work which 
is so essential. I am informed’ that a farm of about 90 acres 
half a mile or so from the Justitute, can be purchased from a 
hon-resident at about $55 per care, which is only about half 
the price usually asked for land in the Chiliiwhack valley. 

z.The erection of a building near the present Institute 
to furnish accomodation for the school woftk proper, that is, 
for the Kindergasten departiient and the advanced classes; algo 
room enough for the Sewing Teacher and Dressmaker and her 
puvils, with perhaps an Office for the Principal.

6th inst., No.120292, stating that provision has beer made 
in the estimates for 80 pupils at the Coqualectga Institute. 
I sincerely trust that on this occasion the item will be 
passed, and that it will not be dropped from the estimates, 
as was done with a similap item or several former occasions. 
Permit ie to say that this increase in the number of pupils 
will not provide either for the additional land asked for, 
or for the building for school purposes, but will barely prow 
vide for maintenance and managenent, for which this year a 
considerable sum has been paid by the Missionary Society.

grounds’ for the assertions which the above named Indians 
make in their letter of complaint; also whether Mr Pear- 
gon acted in the manner described; and that T should re- 
pott all circumstances fully, and with as little delay 
as possible, 

jhe letter of the Indians, then, first, pre- 
fers a general charge of abuse of the ehildren in the 
Institute. To this general charge, of course, only a 
general denial can be given; and this denial IT now sive; 
I deny most emphatically and unequivocallythat the 
children of our Institute are abused by their teacherSe 
The children do receive chastisements varying according 
to the nature of the offences which they commit. Core 
poral punishment is occasionally resorted to, but always 
with reluctance, and when other means fail to bring the 
refractory into submission to the authority of the teach- 
ers. I am happy to say that instances of insubordination 
are very infrequent indeed, and generally very readily 
conquered. Besides, we have occasionally an instance of 
unusual culpability which has to be corrested by suite 
able severity. But in no instance has any child receiv- 
ed treatment which could be properly called abuse. No 
pruises are ever inflicted, and always justice is tem- 
yered with mercy; usually the pupil is reasoned with 
and shown how impossible it is that the offence commit- 
ted can be allowed to go unpunished. Upon the general 
charge I have I think said all that is necessary. If any 
specific instance of wrong treatment is adduced I shall 
be prepared to deal with it. Instances do occur as in 
other similar institutions of pupils running away. I 
will not say that in no instance has any runaway given 


it as one of the reasons for his doing so that he did 
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not like the treatment he had received; but I will say 
that so far as my knowledge goes, very seldom is this 
reason assigned, and when it is given it will generally 
pe found that the pupil assigned itin hope of being 
thereby justified in the eyes of others for taking this 
step, although this reason 4s not the real one for his 
ruming away.The restraints of discipline in study and 
work in many instances they may not kike; to roam about 
in idleness, riding about on norseback at their pleas- 
ure, gallopping about from place to place and oecupy- 
ing themselvesin unprofitable amsements they may pre- 
fer; but that any pupil ever had a reason for running 
away in his having received abuse or wrong treatment in 
the Mome I must most emphatically deny.As in the pre- 
viously considered general charge this is all that I ean 
do. Let one particular charge be preferred and it shall 
be dealt with on its merits. 

As to the assertion that 
Jack Usilick 1s in jail for keeping his ehild from 
school, I eannot understand how such a statement could 
possibly be made. I wonder how Jack Usilick's name came 
to be subscribed to such an unblushing falsehood. Was 
Jack's name signed to it without his knowledge? In this 
case the falsehood would not be his. He must at the time 
this letter was written have received his sentence. He 
must have had his trial, at which I am informed, Mr 
Indian Agent Devlin and iir Stipendiary Magistrate Pelly 
presided. Every one in the court room must have known 
that he was committed to jail for being drunk and for 
beating his wife. The presiding magistrates would not 


allow the ease to proceed without MM the prisoner being 
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advised of the offence with which he was charged, and 
opportunity being afforded him to make his defence and 
to adduce any testimony he might wish to offer on his QF 
own behalf. Neither would sentence be imposed without 
the nature of the offence being enlarged upom, and the 
justice of the penalty being pointed out.Thus the asser- 
tion ofthe letter is utterly foundationless and inexcu~- 
sable. 

I come now to the last point viz: concerning Mr 
Pearsone 

On Friday Ev'g Jan. Sth, Jack Usilick's daugh- 

ter having been away from the Institute nearly a week, 
My Pearson went to bring her back. He found her in her 
father's house. Mr Pearson does not remember whether 
‘he knocked at the door or not. Several people were in 
the house, and no objection was made to his entering. 
He explained his errand, stating that Mr Indian Agent 
Devlin had sent him for Charlotte. Mr Pearson told her 
to put on her things, meaning her hat, jacket &c. She 
did not attempt to get ready. He told her that if she 
did not put on her things she must go as she was. He 
then took her by the hand and drew her arm under his 
mach as a gentleman and lady walk arm in arm, and told 
her to come along. Her mother then interfered, placing 
her hands upon Mr Pearson by way of preventing him 
from going forward with Charlotte. He warned her that 
she should not do that. Two American Indians who were 
present also stepped up and interfered to prevent Mr 
Pearson taking Charlotte away. As Mr P. was alone he 
released his hold upon the girl and withdrew, returning 
next day with help. But the girl has just told me that 
Mr Pearson was not in the least harsh nor rude, and that

COMMENTS: 


The Dormitories numbers 1 & 2 are large and airy, windows on 
three sides, and always open. 

Dormitories number 3 have also good sized windows, with @ 
splendid circulation of fresh air. 

Dormitories 4 & 5 on the Boys’ side are well built open-air 
aormitorios, canvas sides and canvas windows on pulleys after 
approved method. These two dormitories are heated in winter 
by stoves. 

The general health is excellent, special attention being given 
to ventilation, and these open air dormitories would hold any 
number=-- all we could set in-- without over-c rowding and with- 
out endangering the health could take a greater number of 

boys than the dormitories in the main building.We, however, 
tuke good care that there is no overcrowding.

Binge my last report, R. H. Cairns, who was principal 
for some eight years, resigned, and Rev. G. H. Raley was 
appointed to take charge on the let of July. 

The Boys' Home at Port Simpson was closed, and fifteen 
of the pupils were transferred to the Coqualeetza Institute, 
The Government grant was changed from the basis of 90 to 110. 
Mr, Raley hae been successful in filling the school. There 
were 113 children present at the close of the year in March, 
and 117 on the roll.

Gome extra provisions should be made to provide for this 
necessary material over and above the per capita grant. 
There are a large number of repaire and improvements needed. 

The main building neede kaleomining and painting. The 
plaster ie badly wreoked in many places, especially in the 
ceilings of the ground floor and hall-ways. The plaster 
should be replaced by Metallic ceilings and walls. 

Window screens are needed for the main building and 
the Principal's Home. 

The staff dining room and the parlour in the main puilde 
ing should be repapered, and also the parlout and sitting 
room in the principal's home. 

There should be a hot water heater connected with the 
bath-room and laundry, end also & bath room fitted up for 
the lady mombere of the staff. 

The drainage system of the main building is leaking be- 
tween the building and the tank and needs ‘wepairing. I have 
not been able to discpever whether this is a septic tank, and 
if so, whether it is properly inetalled. In order to make 
thie examination, it would be necessary to empty the tank or 
remove the roof, 

The wood-shed removed and a new one built where it 
would not take up so mach of the boys’ play sround. 

The granary moved as it ocoupies ground that should ve 
used for the boys' play ground. 


A carpenter shop and general workshop is much needed, 
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Another cottage built for the accommodation of «a mechan- 
ical employee. 

A new laundry with washing machine and extractor. This 
could be operated by installing a five horse-power electric 
motor, 

A new corn barn and silo. 

All these repairs and new buildings should ve attended 
to at the earliest possible date. 

Good work is being done in the Class-roomes and also 
in the industries in all the departments which are covered 
in the present program of the school, Care is taken tegard- 
ing the moral and Peligious instruction of the pupils. Good 
order and discipline ie maintained throughout the Institute. 

With the addition of the mechanical department and an 
increase of pupils, this Institute should become a model 
Industrial school, All of which is respectfully submitted

Dinner being served a 
few minutes after my arrival, Mr. Raley kindly conducted 
me through tne dining room in which the children were 
assembled, in order that I might have an opportunity 
of forming an opinion as to the food served. The 
meal,which was served on enamel dishes, consisted of 
soup, boiling peef, potatoes, & pudding and pready 
with water to drink. The food was food and subsetantiel 
in quality and ample quantity served. 

After dinner Mr. Raley kinaly colleeted all 
the children from Massett ana Skidegate. On inspecting 
these children I found that they all were in first class 
physical condition, the clothing was clean and substantial, 
and with one or two exceptions tne shoes worn by the 
children were in food condition. 

On tne whole I must say the Indian parents have 
no just cause for complaint. The children seem to be happy

lf the ehildren of the institutes were learne’ in 
dressmaking, boat-building and running of gasoline engines, 
wo might do better with the sons and daughters of fishormene 
Many of them have sewing machines in their houses and they 
send thousands of doliars to departmental stores before they 
will use tie machines. The younger indians of this province 
are able to care for themselves in a financial way. The 
Department educates them and we find the younger ceneration 
not on 2 par with tho elders. “hey come back to the reserve 
and on envirdment they have not been in touch with for years. 
Reserve life is not to their liking ,and their morals appear 
disheartening. Marriage does not aopear to benefit some of 
them, throuch relations and friends assuming the right, 
according to the old coustons,of selecting husbands and wives. 
Great care should be taken in the marriage of young indians 
and the license system ic improving them in somg,respects. 

t tne same time our Indians are advanced gnou to come 

under some law whereby the marriage must be respected. 
They have missionaries and churches on the rggerves yet the 
Indian Agent is faced with the reo oneibi1i les of endeavouré~ 
-ing to Keop together those who are marrie thout question, 
Marriage is 4 moral law for the good of m na and it should 
be for the Lndian what it is to the white ° Rartering 
the women wae the main fault that we hj3d %o correct in the 
early days and it is not entirely ora tede illerzitimacy, 
especially among the indians who refurp from the schools, 
ins not on the @mcreise. I am comp to state that the 
birth of illegitimate children to @iPrle,supposedly educated, 
is increasing. Naturally the Lndigme to a certain extent 
are"unmmoral”. “hey appear to mow little of moral training 
and our greatest difficulty is jeeping the young men and 
women from co-habiting,even with examples before them and 
with teachers of morality in their midst. knvirenment is 
against them and the young women.ame the marx of many,of 
otner races, associating with thme,without considerine the 
evil in the young mon who associated with them in the 
boarding school.

Enclosed herewith is a Resolution 
passed by our General Board of Missions at its recent 
Meeting in Toronto. The Department will see that this 
is a request for the per capita grant to be paid to this 
Institute for the total average attendance shown on the 
September quarterly report, and every following quarter 
until the building now under construction is completed. 


This I believe to te a very reason- 
able request, inasmuch as the Methodist Church is not 
drawing any per capita grant for our work at Port Simpson, 
on account of the destruction of the building there by 
fire; nor is it drawing a per Capita grant for any School 
in the Province of Alberta, which was formerly paid for work 
done by our Church within the bounds of that Province.

I have to acknowledge yours of the 24th instant, 
enclosing 8 copy of the Resolution adopted by the Methodist 
Church Missionary Board to the effect that the Department 
of Indian Affairs be asked to pay the per capita grant for 
all pupils accepted by the Department, and provided for and 
kept in residence at Coqualeetza Industrial school until such 
time as the new building is completed. I have noted that the 
Resolution states that the Principal can make temporary 
accommodation for more than 110 pupils. You have pointed out, 
in view of the fact that there is no charge against depart- 
mental finances at Port Simpson and at Hdmonton in connection 
with per capita grants, that this is a reasonable request. 


In reply I beg to state our Architect believes that 
the krincipal, Mr. Raley, can make temporary accommodation for 
more than 110 students, and, upon receipt of the September 
quarter report and future quarterly reports, until such time 
as the new building is completed, that the Department will 
pay the p-r capita grant for the total average attendance shown. 


Would you write the Reverend frincipal and ask him to 
exercise every care and see that the accommodation is not so 
crowded that the health of the pupils is endangered. 


I hope that this will assist the Methodist Church in 
their educational work among the Indians in Southern British 
Columbia.

OQUALEETZA Institute for forty years has been a unit in the educational work of the Province of 
British Columbia. 

The present economic requirements of all people demand that schools provide instruction along 
eminently practical lines. The Indian Department of Canada, in conjunction with the Church, with com- 
mendable foresight and enthusiasm is providing a system of modern training institutions or residential 
schools, with an essentially vocational foundation which will fit the Indian youth of both sexes as fully as 
possible for the life of their immediate future and the changing conditions which may affect their more 
remote future. 

The highest aim is to make christian citizens of the pupils, and so they are taught to “Fear God,” 
and “Honor the King.” We seek to give the girls a clear idea of what true womanhood means. This em- 
braces a study of the virtues and graces which go to make happy homes. For the boys we crave a conception 
of true manliness, a love for honest labor and an intelligent interest in the affairs of the state. 

In all, we seek to instill a reverence for sacred things and respect for the rights of others. We have 
visions of leadership for some and a healthy atmosphere of usefulness for many, and the following lines 
seem to express what we desire all shall learn:

DINING-ROOM Before we took into residence the extra twenty 
pupils, we had used since the opening of the buidding little 
more than three quarters of the large dining-rotm, two of 
the tables each accommodating eighteen being unused. 
CLASS-ROOMS The half day system is maintained except in 

the case of fifteen pupils in grade VIII and IX. who attend 
the class-room both moming and aftemaon. There are one 
hundred and forty-seven individual desks, Beducting theses 
fifteen desks there remain one hundred and thirty-two for 
the balance of the pupils namely two htndred and ten. In 
other words one hundred and five @ccupy the one hundred and 
thirty two desks each session. There is space for another 
five desk in the Primary room also in the junior without 
crowding or giving the appearance of crowding. 

RECREATION ROOM We have moved one of the old tent dormitories 
and placed it near the ottside dormitory for additional 
play room. This will be finished to harmonize with the 
general building scheme. 

DORMITORINS. To meet the increased number of pupils we 
moved the largest open air dormitory to a suitable location 
and rebuilt it, boarding the sides with matched lumber then 
covered the sides with two thicknesses of tar paper, and 
finally with shingles. We boarded the walks inside with 


dressed lumber and kalsomined it. This building is sixty feet . 
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by eighteen by ten with open space to roof instead of 
ceiling, electric light is used and a stove for heating. The 
building is warm and homelike, only an occasional fire 
wae needed last winter. The risk is small and a male officer 
of the school is always in charge. The beds are Similar to 
those in the main building. No exception tan be taken to 
the supervision as opening into this dormitory is a staff 
room where two male members sleep either one or the other 
always being on duty, The bpys occupying this building 
are not over twelve years of age except the trusty monitor, 
their helath has been excellent and bheir behaviour all 
that could be desired. 

Perfonally I feel I have a good case if dealt 
with on its merits and without prejudice. I admit I took 
these children to care for in faith I was doing right but 


without permission being granted.

Dear Mr. Ferrier;- 

I am surprised to leam from your 
letter of June the 24th, the Department would pay no per 
capita grant for children who are not sleeping in the 
main building. 

Not knowing the facts which would lead 
the Department to such a conclusion, I am at a loss to 
reconcile the idea with the policy of the Goverment. 
Has the Department the idea the children to are not 
supervised by responsible officers of the staff when 
they are not sleeping in the main building, or are not 
80 warm and comfortable, or that they are not kept in 
as Sanitary and healthful condition? 

I may be wrong, but I do not think 
the Department will tum a deaf ear to your request 
as representative of the United Church of Canada, fora 
grant for an extra number of pupils . I am presuming 
you have urged the case as you® letter of Jan, the I2th. 
and our later business conversation at Sardis, last May 
would lead me to believe. 

Your letter and the almost total 
rejectionof the building and repair account together 


with the treatment of the per capita holiday allowance 


would indicate financial stringency. I can harily 
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think an unsympathetic attitude exists at Ottawa towards 
Coqualectza. 

I am quite aware I have undertaken 
work for the school in the interests of Indiqn children, 
wmathossaed, but Looking back over the history of the 
work of the church in British Columbia, nearly every new 
phase of the work which has been worth while was statted 
by the man on the ground then recognized and sanctioned by 


the church.

Memorandum’ 
Dr.\ Sgott. 


The Church authoritie nd the Reverend Principal are 
urging that the Department allow an increased pupilage at the 
Coqualeetza Indian Residential School. The present pupilage is 
200. There was, however, an enrolment of 236 for the June 
quarter. The active enrolment was 217, with an average attend- 
ance of 214. The March and December quarters showed average 
attendances of 219 and 221 respectively. 


The main building has ample facilities for those that 
are attending, with the exception of dormitory atcommodation. 
The Reverend Principal has utilized one of the former outdoor 
dormitories, 60'x18'x10'. In this building there are boys 
under seven and two members of the staff. The dormitory and 
other domestic arrangements appear to be quite satisfactory for 
the number enrolled. 


The Church authorities ask that the school be allowed 
grant for the actuel average attendance. I can hardly recommend 
this, as the management has been given to understand on several 
occasions that the pupilage was 200. However, as extra pupils 
are being satisfactorily provided for and educated, I wish to 
recommend that the pupilage be increased to 220 as from the lst 
ultimo on the understanding this is the max 1 and that the 
present suitable arrangements for housing e children are 
cont inued.

HE plea made by the British Columbia Indians to 
the Indian Department a few years ago for High School prit ileges is 
now being met. Already a Junior High School has been in operation 
at Coqualeetza since 1924, with very gratifying results, Since pub- 
lishing our last Annual, thirteen of our students tried the Province jal 
Examinations and thirteen passed (100%). In this connection Co- 
qualeetza desires to express thanks to Principal Woodworth, B.A., and 
the staff of Chillin ack High School, for tutoring one of our pupils 
successfully through her Matric ulation. We are demonstrating that 
it is quite possible for the native boys and girls of British Columbia to 
take a High School course u ith great advantage to themselves and the 
community. The brighter pupils through this course try out their 
capabilities in self analysis and find themseives, and their best suited 
activity in life. Ut is true there are failures—the same ts true of all 
peoples—but the failure, or partial failure of some is due largely to 
the fact that they drift, into unsuited employment upon leaving 
school. To help a graduate of the school in a wise selection of the 
work for which he is best fitted, is to ve nder a most valuable services 

We are demonstrating also that it is quite possible, under satis- 
factory classroom conditions, to complete up to the seventh grade, 4 
grade a year, even hen but half a day is being spent at ac ademic 
work, and the other half at pre-t ocational training. 

The time is approac hing apace when, under the influence of 
Christian education, the citizenship of Canada will be enrich d by the 
enfranchisement of a large number of progressive Indian youths

The Indian Department of Canada, in conjunction with the Church, with com- 
mendable foresight and enthusiasm is providing a system of modern training institutions or residential 
schools, with an essentially vocational foundation which will fit the Indian youth of both sexes as fully as 
possible for the life of their immediate future and the changing conditions which may affect their more 
remote future. 

The highest aim is to make christian citizens of the pupils, and so they are taught to “Fear God,” 
and “Honor the King.” We seek to give the girls a clear idea of what true womanhood means. This em- 
braces a study of the virtues and graces which go to make happy homes. For the boys we crave a conception 
of true manline a love for honest labor and an intelligent interest in the affairs of the state.

This 
of course meant leaving Port Simpson 
for a new home in the Chilliwack valley, 
and here Mrs. Tate carried on the same 
work by starting a school for Indian 
children in her own home. Later on 
Mrs. Tate, with the encouragement of 
her devoted husband, took some children 
into her home to train in the art of 
Christian living. This meant a great 
sacrifice of comfort and privacy in a

Dear Sir: 


With some trepidation I am wr 
an increase in the per capita grant of Coqualeetza 
Residential School. We are receiving $170.00, and it is 
not sufficient for the work we are undertaking on hehalf 
of the Department. For many years there has been no 
increase in our grant, while each year has seen a new 
development in the work, necessitated by the change of 
conditions, the changing times, and the progress of the 
native people of British Columbia generally. 


We have nighty guets £4 eq teachers ene mere te 
them well. We cou e Country teachers at lower 
Pitartes than we have to pay for experienced teachers with 
Provincial certificates, but this would not meet the 
situation agreeable to the Department of Education of 
the Province, with whom, I understand, the Department 
Indian Affairs wishes to work in harmony. 


We have to ia very heavily for our water 
heavily, I believe, than nearly any other Residential 
School. Our water alone costs us nearly $1000. a year. 

In the old school we had a flat rate of $5.00 per month. 
In the new school we have been on a meter, and while the 
system is excellent and pressure is generally so good that 
we can throw a stream of water over the building from éach 
standpipe, it is a great draft on our finances. 


We endmvour to keep the school always in good 
( po rezase. Strangers vis ng re always carry away with 
G em the impression that the Department of Indian Affairs 
(op is providing well for the wards of the country. However, 
+ to keep things as we know the Department would wish to 
have them cannot be done in our present circumstances with- 
out quite a struggle. There were a number of items last 
year that might legitimately have been attended to had we 
had more funds at our command. 


I am assured of the generosity of the Department, 
and its willingness to do all in its power to assist in 
legitimate ways the schools, hospitals and general welfare 
of the Indians, and I trust you will pardon this appeal 
which, as I say, I make with some trepidation. This is the 
first time I have personally asked for an increase in the 
per capita grant @or the school. If it would be possible 
to raise our percapita to $200., retro-active to the be= 
ginning of thiw-sconeol year, 1€ would still be a 
conservative amount, and the results of such increased 
expenditure wo justify the action.

| HE outstanding event of the school year has been the Inter-Residential School 
Athletic Meet or, as it is called amongst us, the inter-school Olympiad, made 
possible by the sympathy and support of the Department of Indian Affairs. It is quite 
natural my mind should center on that subject as a foreword. 


The need for friendly competition in sports has been felt by Indian Residential 
Schools for many years and the Meet we have just consummated has broken the undesir- 
able but unavoidable isolation which has prevailed. 


It is now universally admitted that inter-school sports answer deep-seated needs 
essential to a boy's or a girl's fullest development and education. It is also evident that 
sports and inter-school sports are the prototypes of the great lines of human interest, 
endeavor and achievement represented in adult life and educational work today. 


Relating inter-school sports to their educational and social significance includes the 
universal passion and admiration of achievement in physical activity, bodily skill and 
prowess in sports. Athletics today have the same roots as those interests which once 
determined a race’s supremacy and inspired song and story. They are also essentially and 
fundamentally related to vigour and health and in the field of physical education are 
paramount in importance, 

Let me say also that inter-school sports give a stimulus to attainment in athletic 
ability. In friendly contest we are conscious of a desire to exert ourselves to the limit. 
There is an incentive to make a supreme effort. The spiritual value of competition in 
which our boys and girls are absolutely engrossed is the MAXIMUM OF EFFORT which 
it calls forth. In life, in the majority of cases, the chief difference between men in the 
presence of a crisis, lies in the capacity for supreme effort. This capacity is part of our 
character, Competition in sports is an essential in the moral training of boys and girls, 
inasmuch as without it few, if any, will ever reach a maximum of development of the 
will and the capacity to try—(I firmly believe “Education needs play and play needs 
education”). 

Coqualeetzans, I congratulate you with all my heart upon the distinction you have 
won for yourselves and the honour you have brought to your school, It is good and 
right that you should be congratulated, but it would be a sad day for you and for our 
school were it ever to come to pass that any of you, even the most disappointed of you, 
could not rejoice in your opponent’s success, It is a noble quality to rejoice in another's 
success, Could you do it? I believe you could. You have always endeavored to—what we 
have so often said to one another—'‘Play the game.” Some of you will be leaving us so 
let us say, “Play the Game” in life’s field of labour.

Graduate would have liked to be back once again 
ao @ pupil, As a matter of fact we had ONE Graduate,Charlie Williams 
of Duncan, b.C. for a few days at Christmas time and other friends 
from Dunoan,and Koksilah. For a week before Christmas,our big Buick 
cac,which some of the boys named"py ann" made from three to four 
round trips every day between th Set and Chilliwack so that the 
pupils could do their Christimes Shopping. This was a great impro- 
vement on going in on the Tram, and it was thoroughly enjoyed. 
As Christmas approached the School be ue a hive of activity. The 
main corridor was adorned with long gurlends of greenery among 
which nestled red berries which might well have grown there,so real 
did they look. In the main 1a1ll,on the one side a Post Office had 
been set up, with all the regular post office signs,"Wail Xmas Cards 
here",etc etc cud in this were placed all parcels coming into the 
School for the Children. The afternoon .f Xmas day they were all 
given out to the ones for whom they were intended by parents and 
friends. Across from the Post Office was a woodland scene. Two cote 
tages nestled at the foot of what looked like tall fir trees, Bits 
of cotton wool upon the branches gave an appearance of ia snow storm, 
and from the windows of the two bungalows came beams of light bring- 
ing at »snce the Suggestion of warmth and Christmas cheer.

I am highly pleased to have a copy of your letter to 
parents and graduates of January 14th and to see therein your 
reference to the Preventorium. When Dr. McQuarrie was here 
at the conference last summer, his story of the accomplish- 
ments of your unit wes one of the best features we were able 
to produce. I live in hopes that this unit may yet become 
a Preventorium, pure and simple,and not have Sanatorium functions 
such as it has had to assume in the past. At two schools in the 
Bast, we have been able to put all our new candidates through 
the Provincial Clinic before letting them come to the school. 

I kmow how hard this would be to do in the area from which you 
draw your pupils and look upon it as something for the future, 
rather than the immediate present. 


I suppose you are financing the unit without more than 
ordinary difficulty. We are anxiously awaiting final information 
as to what money we shall have for tuberculosis next year and 
are rather backward at the moment about making commitments whiah 
we are not sure we would have money to carry on. Parliament meets 
this week and we should be able to make our plans fairly soon. 

I do not suppose there will be any special extension at your place. 


A week ago I had almost made up my mind to go West very 
soon, but do not now know whether this will be possible.

Dear Mr. Daunt: 


I have made strict enquiry into this accident, 
but I am unable to learn very much atout it. Josephine 
is one of the regular Laundry girls and she was scrubbing 
off a chair near the end of the big washing machine. 
Another girl was working alongside her. There is all 
kinds of room where they were working without their being 
near the Laundry machine at all. This machine has a guard 
right acrogs the end of it. Josephine does not know how 
it happened or what she did. She says she thought ehe 
heard the Laundry Matron, who was farther up in the Laundry, 
cell her. She looked up and at the same time laid her 
right hand with her wash cloth over towards the end of the 
machime. In some way her hand went either over the top 
and down into the gears, or between the bare of the guard 
and into them. She mude no outcry, and the girl working 
beside her did not see anything, as did neither of the other 
two girle nor the Laundry Matron. Josephine did not seem 
to feel the accident and did not reulize whut had happened 
until she says she felt her arm hurt her above the elbow. 
Then she went out of the Laundry to the Kitchen Matron 
who on seeing her hand, took her at once to the Nurse 
where it was dressed. She was then taken to Dre McCaffrey 
who took her to the Hospital. The fingers were 80 crushed 
that he had to amputete the firet and second figgers at the 
second joint and the third finger at the first joint. 


It is most regretable, and I feel very upset 
about ite It is the first accident of its kind that has 
happened during my Principalship. As I have said, the 
machine has a guard over it, the same that has been there 
ever since I came, and one would need to have put his or 
her hand deliberately through it or over it before touching 
the gears. Josephine says she does not know what she did, 
that she just raised her hand and laid it over on what I 
suppose she thought was the guard of the machine, None of 
the girls are allowed to touch the machinery in the Laundry 
at any time, and there was no need for this girl being close 
to the washing machine at the time. She suys it was her 
own fault, and that she does not know how she did it. I 
have made careful enquiry from the Laundry Matron and the 
other three girls, but as not one of them saw it and there 
was no outcry, I have only Josephine's word and my own 
obeervations to go on. I have advised Mr. Indian Agent Gillett 
and the girl's father Mr. Joe Edgar by this mail. Josephine 
is coming home from the Hospital this morning, and apart 
from the loss of her finger tips, she is alright.

We salute you all wherever you may be; in city 
or town, and in the villages which are home to so many of the 
graduates and friends. May God bless the years to come as He has 
blessed those that huve passed.

Dear Dr. Cochrane: 


It is my intention to disevas with ny 
colleagues, when the supplementary estimates are under 
consideration, the desirability of including an 
appropriation for the rebuilding of the Alberni Indian 
Residential Sehool. 


If funcs ere available, I should like to 
recommend the construction of e fully sodern fireproof 
structure with accommodation for at least °° pupils. 
The construction of this building would be undertaken 
on the understanding thet the Ahouseaht Sohool, with an 
enrolment at this date of 65 pupils, would be closed. 
The Ahousaht Sehool, I understand, is in a somewhat 
dilapidatec condition and is rapidly becoming, if it 
has not already become, o great fire hazard. 


T have been informed that an Indian day 
scho*l established at Ahousaht would provice instruct- 
ion for the local Indians at that point. Provision 
could be made for the construction of this school in 
the estimates of next yesr. 


You are aware that we organized about a 
ae ago a progronme designed to limit and ultimately 
© eradicate the ravages of T. B. amongst the Indian 
population. There is an amount of approximately 
$300,099.90 in the estimates of this year for the 
promotion of this programme. The officials have 


already -

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already learned that a large portion of this amount must 
be spent in providing sanitorium care for active T. B. 
cases. I am particularly anxious that this care should 
be provided for young Indians many of whom are now 
enrolled at residential schools. It so happens 

that in the province of British Columbia no sanitorium 
beds are available for Indian patients or in fact for 
patients of any kind. In view of this condition, the 
suggestion has been made that the Cocusleetza Residential 
School be equipped as a sanitorium for setiv 1. B. cases. 
This school, I em informed, is easily reached from 
Vancouver and could be easily visited by specialists from 
time to time. In adcition to this, the farm at the school 
is small and admirably adapted for use by a hospital. 


There is at present an enrolment at the 
Cocualeetza School of 995 pupils for whom per capita grant 
is paid, with 7 additional pupils in residence for whom 
no grant is allowed. Of these pupils only 17 come from 
the district in which the school is loeated. In other 
words, an overwhelming majority of the pupils are brought 
from far away coast reserves to the Cocusleetza instit- 
ution. I am enclosing for your information a statement 
indicating the reserves from which these pupils are 
recruited and the number of pupils in the case of each 
reserve, 


The last departmental census indicates that 
there are 1354 Indians in the New Yestminster agency. Of 
these 98 are listed as belonging to the United Church and 
1°56 to the Catholie Church. In the Vancouver agency the 
population is 1246. Of these £0 are listed as Anglicans, 
21 United Chureh and 1084 Roman Catholic. It is not at 
all likely that these Indians will change their religious 
affiliations at any time in the immediate future. In my 
judgment therefore it would be sound educational policy 
to provide Indian day schools for a majority of the pupils 
now enrolled at Coqualeetza. These day schools should be 
established on the reserves from which the pupils come and 
should be fully equipped to provide vocational instruction 


and designed 
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and designed to meet the peculizr needs of the Indian 
population, It is altogether likely that a survey 

of these districts will have to be undertaken by our 
officials. I should like however to have an expression 
of opinion from you with respect to the districts in 
whieh additional provision should be made for the 
education of Indian pupils. I have been informed that 
the day schools already established in the coast agencies 
of northern British Columbie are equipped to provide 
accommodation for a number of the pupils now enrolled at 
Coqualeetza. 


I am anxious to kno if the Church would 
be prepared to allow the Department to take over the 
Cocualeetza School and operate it as a sanitorium. 


Tt is my intention to bring this matter 
to the attention of the Government just as soon as 
can conveniently do so. May I therefore express the 
hope that you will be in a position to let me have your 
views at an early date. It is scarcely necessary to 
add that no decision with regard to the matters dealt 
with herein will be reached until I heer from you.

Once again it is my pleasant duty. to bring to you e story of our 
Christmas and New Years doings. 


For five days in the week before Christmas, groups of children 
were tuken into Chilliwack for their Christmas Shopping. It would have 
done the hearts of parents and friends who had sent gifts of money to 
their children, good could they have heard the expressions of delight as 
the shop windows came into view; one after another draped in greenery 
and brilliant tinsel interspersed with glowing red, and filled with all 
those things which at Christmas bring such delight to the little ones. 
Of course, when the Senior pupils went in by bus, the Fifteen Cent Store 
could not in any way provide what they felt were the right sort of 
presents, so many another store came in for a shure of the trade from 
Coqualeetza. But how the children fairly glowed with delight, especially 
the younger ones, is beyond my powers of description. You may well 
imagine the spirit it all created in them, when rumour had it that one 
of those mornings the small boys in No.5, as we describe their dormitory 
wakened the Senior Teacher, who sleeps next door, by singing "God Save 
The King" at 5 4.M. These same boys said the next night, "We don't 
need to say our prayers tonight, we sang "God Save The King". So you 
see we have most interesting children down here, 


as Christmas approached, two Christmas Trees, fairly blazing with 
light from strings of colored lamps, shed a warm welcome to a11 visiting 
friends, and spread the message of Christmis and its Good Cheer in the 
hearts of all who passed by. 


Inside, "Merry Christmas" in an illuminated sign, greeted all who 
entered. To one side wus an imitation of 4 small village, featuring 
buildings familiar to all - Carman Church from just across the road; 
the School itself and many snug little cottuges which peeped from the 
drifts of white cotton "snow", between them, and sround and around,ran 
the tracks of an electric train whiok when operating, slowed up the 
advance of the lines of children us they passed through the main corridoy 
enroute to and from the assembly Hall. One of these same little chaps 
in No.5 wanted to know, why the track was an "eight", for sure enough 
the track ran in the figure eight. Like mny another childish question, 
it was not eusily answered, 


All the main corridor was draped with festoons as was the corridor 
leading to the assembly Hell, which wes beautiful in its greenery and 
its tinsel shaded lights. a large illuminated Star hung in front of the 
Christmas Tree which occupied the centre of the platform, shedding soft 
radiance and cheer from its small twinkling lights. Upstairs on the 
Boys' Side, @ smaller tree beamed with gludness and cheer, and in each 
side of the Infirmury were Christmas Trees and more festoons, and on the 
Girls' Side, Santa himself, in a small sleigh, was furiously driving 
across a pond of "ice" created by a sheet of looking glass, bordered 
with filmy white cotton. In fuct nothing more could be done to welcome 
the visit of Santa Claus and all visiting friends. 
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On Wednesday evening, December 21st, a very colorful Cantata was staged 
in the assembly Hall, which with its homelike stage, bright music, 
visiting fairies and Santa Claus himself, who came down through the 
fireplace, - actually - delighted all who listened, This Cantata was 
so well received, that it was repexuted on January 4th to the people of 
Sardis and Community, and won favorable conment from all who attended. 


Christmas Sunday found all pupils and Staff gathered in the 
assembly Hall for an open session of the Sunday School, Christmas 
Carols were heartily sung, and @ Christms messuge delivered. again 
on Sunday evening, the assembly Hall was the scene of our Christmas 
Service, when once more Carols and hymns were gung, and the Choir 
rendered special Christmas Music, 


On Christmas Monday, everyone was up bright and early, and the 
younger pupils eagerly searched the depths of long stockings, which 
bulged with the presents which Santa had put into them. and somehow 
or other the crafty old fellow hud again made away with the biscuit 
and the glass of milk so thoughtfully left out for him by the little 
boys and girls. 


at noon, the tables of the dining room groaned beneath the 
weight of Christmas turkey, cranberry sauce, plum pudding and other 
good things. In the centre aisle, a large Christmas Cake reminded the 
boys and girls that there would be other good things to come for supper 
Members o* the Staff assisted in serving the children, und when they 
were through, Staff and visiting friends guthered in the Staff Dining 
Room for their own Christmas Dinner. 


st 4 P.M. Santa arrived for the School Christmas Tree, and for 
once the boys and girls could not guess who he was. at 10 in the 
morning,,he had paid a visit to our Preventorium, and there and in the 
School, he distributed the presents addressed to each boy or girl. 
Everyone received something, and one fine feature was the number of 
presents which were sent from one pupil to another within the School. 
| alaeaieaaas Spirit possessed the hearts of our boys and girls in 
truth, 


On December the 30th and jlst, the usual New Year's Parties were 
held, chlminating in the Senior Party on New Year's Eve. As usual, 
this was a masquerade purty, Many and varied were the costumes; it 
would do the friends good were they able to look in upon this party 
and see how clever are the boys and girls ut making up their disguises, 
What fun the younger children had! as the procession, with Principal 
and Mrs,Scott at the head, wended its way through the corridors, then 
upstairs where at the doorway of each dormitory were the little 
children and younger pupils who were not uble to attend the party. 
These, many of them in their nighties, squealed with delight as Old 
Grandma hobbled along, or "Old Dutch" swept imaginary dirt out of the 
road, and amos an! andy ambled along, and “Herr Hitlexz" swept past, 
unmindful of the eyes of the joyful mob who pressed in upon every side, 
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Upon returning to the Assembly Hall, the judges gave their verdict es

My dear Mr. Crerar: 


I beg to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of February 2lst. Its contents are not entirely new, 
as my colleague, Dr. Dorey, was in Ottawa this week, 
in conversation with some of the officials of your 
Department, reference was made to the matters which 
you discuss. 


First of all, let me say that I am very glad 
to learn that you are hopeful that in the supplementary 
estimates there will be made available money for the 
construction of a fully modern, fireproof residential 
school at Alberni, to accommodate at least 200 pupils. 


We are also fully aware of the condition of 
the building at Ahousaht, and we agree that when the 
new residential school at Alberni is constructed, an 
pp a day school would make provision for the local 
children in and near Ahousaht. 


My colleagues and I are very much interested 
in the proposal of your Department which looks toward 
the eradication of T. B. among the Indian population, 
and I assure you that we should like to help in any 
way possible with this programme. 


As far as your proposal in regard to Coqual- 
eetza is concerned, we feel that, before giving a definite 
answer in regard to it, there is further information which 
we should have, namely,- 


1.- We should have from you concrete surgestions 
as to how your Department proposes to provide for the 
225 pupils now at Coqualeetza, plus the 115 who were in 
the Alberni Residential SehooL at the time of the fire, 
and the 50 at Ahousaht - a total of approximately 

400 children. 


2.- We should have a statement which will show us 
not only the Agency from which the students at Coqualeetza 
Residential School come, but the exact community which is 
their home. 


Besides <- 
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Besides this, we must have time to consult 
our local representatives in British Columbia in regard 
to the proposal. I leave at the end of next week for 
British Columbia and shall endeavour to talk the matter 
over with them during my stay there. 


Of course, the final decision of the United 
Church in regard to the matter of permitting the present 
Coqualeetza Residential School to be used as a T. B. 
sanitorium must be made by the Board of Home Missions, 
which holds its annual meeting on March 29th. 


I am sorry to have to delay in giving you 
our answer, and I hope that it will not inconvenience 
either you or the Department to wait until then. I 
assure you that we will write you definitely at the 
earliest possible moment. 

I have only to add that we hope that the 
popzepsiattee for the new school at Alberni will not be 
held up until this other matter is settled. Our opinion 
is that already too much time has been lost in making a 
decision in regard to the rebuilding of this school.

You may remember, during the discussion we 
had at the office of the uloister, I intimated that 
our officials in British Columbia were of the opinion 
that a residential school erected at Ucluelet would 
be in a position to accommodate a certain number of 
pupils from the Alert Bay district. 


I have been checking over the reports 
submitted by these officials and find that the territory 
they had in mind was not the Alert Bay territory but 
the territory now served by the Ahousaht Residential 
School. I have made a study of the geographical bound- 
aries of the district and feel con that I had 
reached a mistaken conclusion with respect to the 
matter. What I said, of course, has no bearing on the 
erection of the school at Alberni, but I felt that 
in justice to our officials in British Columbia I 
should attempt to correct any impression made in your 
mind by my comments on the situation. 


It is my hope that you had a pleasant return 
journey. Your presence here and the opinions you 
expressed were very helpful.

My dear Mr. Crerar: 


In further reference to your letters of 
February 2lst and March 2nd, I should like to say that on 
a recent trip to British Columbia, I discussed in Vancouver 
with the representatives of the British Columbia Conference 
the suggestion of your Department that we might consent to 
the use of the Coqualeetza Indian Residential School as a 
sanitorium for active tuberculosis cases. I also had the 
privilege, along with our two Superintendents of Missions 
and Captain R.C. Scott, of meeting with Major MacKay and 
Captain Barrie to discuss the same matter. Subsequently, 
the British Columbia Conference Home Mission Committee ap- 
pointed a special sub-committee to consider your suggestion, 
and their report I submitted to the Board of Home Missions, 
which met the week before last. 


he Board referred the whole matter to the 
Executive, and appointed a committee consisting of my 
colleagues and myself, Captain Scott, Principal of the 
Coqualeetza School, and a representative of the Woman's 
Missionary Society, to meet with you and further discuss 
the matter. In the light of these facts, it would seem 
that the next step is to arrange a date, in the near future, 
when this committee could meet with you and other officials 
of your Department, to go into the matter further. There 
are a good many questions which have been asked by the 
British Columbia Committee which we shall have to discuss 
with you before our Board can give a definite answer to 
your proposal. 


If you could give me two or three alternative 
dates when you could meet with us, we could get in touch 
with Captain Scott and see which one would suit him best. 
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You will understand that before he can leave the School 


for even few days, he will have to make a re-adjustment 
of duties among the members of the staff.

Dear Sir: 


I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of the 27th instant and to thank you for the informetion 
contained therein. 


It is my understanding that the desirability 
ef transferring the Coqualeetza school to the Department 

for use as a sanitorium will -come up for discussion at the 
annual meeting of the Home Mission Board of the United 
Church, which meeting I understand is being held on Thursday, 
Friday and Saturday of this week. It is not et all likely 
that a report of the decision reached will be forwarded to 
the Dopersacnt for a week or so at least, Indeed, it is 
possible that Dr. Cochrane and Dr. Dorey come down to 
Ottawa in the course of a week or two end discuss the whole 
matter with the Minister. In view of this fact, \ do not 
think that it would be at all advisable to keep oy a 
Barry at Vancouver or to have him investigate the 
Conditions of the pupils nor enrolled at Coqualeetga. I am 
convinced that we have on file here sufficient evidence for 
the church authorities and the Minister to reach a decision. 
It would not be at all necessary, of course, to close the 
Coqualeetza school iwnediately or to close it until full 
provision had been made for the ie at Indian day schools 
or at the new school to be established at Alberni. 


When Dr. Cochrane states that he must have full 
information with respect to the provision the Department can 
make for the pupils now enrolled at Coqualeetza, he is in my 
Judgment to some extent at least evading the issue. The

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Minister has assured him that provision will be made 
for these pupils . In addition to this, the Department 
has for a number of years accepted full responsibility 
for the education of Indian pupils. 


I was somewhat hopeful that the United Church 
authorities in British Columbia would be somewhat 
sympathetic toward our suggestion. Your letter, however, 
would suggest that such is not the case, and if they ere 
not, it is not at all likely that the members of the Home 
Mission Board will agree to the change. This means that 
there will be little, if any, accommodation in British 
Columbia for pupils suffering from tuberculosis. In 
other words, it is likely that we shall continue to do 
in the future what we have been doing in the past, namely: 
educating Indian children for a number of years at 
residential schools and burying them a year or two after 
they are discharged from these institutions. This matter 
has been placed very fairly, in my judgment, before the 
church authorities and they will have to accept the major 
share of the responsibility for whatever action is taken.

With reference to your letter of March 3rd with enclosures 
relating to the rebuilding of the Alberni Indian Residential 
School and the proposal to operate the Coqualeetza school building 
as a T.B. sanatorium, I thought it advisable to make some observa- 
tion on the matters brought out at the conference with the represen- 
tatives of the United Church of Canada held on March llth in this 
office.

With the possible exception of Dr. Cochrane,I should say that in 
general the Church officials, although admitting improvement in 
Indian Day Schools, did not consider that they supplied the 
place of Residential Schools such as Coqualeetza. Reference was 
made to the advantage of the Day School and also the fact that 
children in Residential Schools are inclined to grow away from 
the life of the Indian Band and are unable therefore to take 
their part later in the work of their parents. It was pointed out 
that where the Department wished to educate children in the Day 
Schools that the mere saving of money was not the most important 
factor considered. 


The argument was advanced by the Church officials that 
the children now at Coqualeetza could not be accommodated in the 
existing Day Schools. In reply I explained that the Department 
would be prepared to erect new Day Schools and add to the existing 
accommodation of some schools to take care of the children not

Dr. Cochrane explained that before a decision could be 
made by the Church committee to surrender Coqualeetza on the 
establishment of a new Residential School, definite information 
regarding how the children now at Coqualeetza would be provided 
for and where additional school rooms or new schools would be 
erected should be made available to the committee. Following 
the return of Capt. Barry from recent inspection duties, I asked 
him where such schools, as might have to be provided, should be 
erected and in what instances additions would be necessary to 
existing schools.

IT have for acknowledrment your letter of 
February 25, in which you seek information with respect 
to the provision that might be made for the pupils now 
enrolled at tne Ahousaht and Coqualeetza Residential 
Sehools and the pupils enrolled at the Alberni School 
prior to the destruction of the builting by fire. 


In diseussines the adjustments that may be 
necessary, shoul we decide to operate the school at 
Coqualeetzs.as a sanitorium, it is important to renember 
that the patients assigned to this institution will he 
almost wholly, bora an irls sufferin, from tuberculosis 
who are at present in attendance at Indian day or 
residential schools. I+ is estimated that almost fron 
the outset there will be a patient list of a>proximatel, 
150 boys and eirls, inclucin= the 15 pupile now receiving 
treatment at the Cocualeetza preventoriun. 


Tn view of the existence of preventoria at the 
St. Mary's Mission Hesidential School (fh. C.) and the 
Alert Bay Residential School (C. #.), I am disposed to 
think that the majority of the children who might receive 
treatment at Cocualeetza woul’ be members or adherents 
of the United Church.

It is our thought that the Alberni Residential 
Secho:1, if constructed, should be designed to serve the 
West Coast, Cowichan, Kwawkewlth, Vancouver and New 
Westminster agencies, An overwhelming majority of the 
Indians of these agencies are usually described as 
coast Indians and depend for a living almost wholly on 
fishing. Our records indicate that there are 122 pupils 
from these agencies now in attendance at Cocualeetza. 
With en improved day school at Ahousaht and a day school 
in operation at Alberni, in addition to the residential 
school, it should be possible to provide for a larger 
number of pupils in the residential school from 
Kwavkewlth than 26, the number at present enrolled at 
Coqualeetza. It should be possible also to organize 
at the new residential school a really worthwhile 
vocational course designed to meet the peculiar needs 
of the coast Indians. 


You may recall to mind that, immediately 
following the destruction of the Alberni School by fire 


(February yey t 22 of the pupils were enrolled at 


the Alberni School, which is still in operation; 
17 are in attendance at the Ucluelet Day School; and 
6 were placed in the residential school at Ahousaht. 


This proposal has not been submitted to our 
officials in British Columbia. I hesitate, therefore, 
to state definitely the exact provision that will be 
made until these officials have had an opportunity to 
review the educational needs of the Indians concerned. 
In a general way, however, I can state, in reply to the 
sixth paragraph of your communication, that provision 
will be made for 700 pupils at Alberni; 40 at the

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improved day school et Ahousaht; 25 at the day schovl 

at Ucluelet and 30 at the Indian day school at Alberni, 
if it is considered sdvisabie to keep this schol in 
operation. In addition to this, it is estimated that 
approximately 50 setive or non-active T. B. pupils 

will be accommodated at Coqusleetse. This makes a 

total of 245. I feel confident no difficulty will be 
experienced in providing accommodation for the renaining 
pupils rho have been reeruited from the northern agencies. 
Our officials have: protested very vigorously during the 
last two or three years against the atteants that have 
been made to recruit vupils fo. Cocualeetza in commun- 
ities rhere Indian day sehool accomnodation is available. 


I regret that it is not possible for me to 
state definitely at this time if the approprintion neces- 
sary for the construction of the Alberni sehool wil! be 
approved, until I can submit to my colleagues a definite 
educational snd T. B. programe for the section of 
British Columbia now under revier. If, ss has been 
stated, no sanitorium beds ere avatiable in British 
Columbia, it will be excecdingly difficult, if not impos- 
sible, for us to proeecd with our T. B. programme in that 
province unless space can be secured at Cocualeetse. f 
am not prepared to recommend the emount necesss for 
the construction of a nev sanitorium out of the lim‘ ted 
amount at my disposal for the actual care and treatment 
of T. B. patients. 


It wae not rf intention that you should 
decide this matter until you had an opportunity of 
submitting it for final decision to the Poard of Fome 
Missions. I anpreciete your assurance, horever, that 
you will let me have the decision of the Board at the 
earliest possible date. 


In response to your recuest conteined in the 
seventh paregreph of your communication, I am enclosing

I beg to acknowledge your letter of May 
8th, in answer to my letter to you of April 28th, in which 
I enclosed a summary of what my colleagues and I understood 
were the decisions reached in the conference held in your 
office on April 25th, 1939. I am glad to know that the 
officials of the Indian Affairs Branch are of the opinion 
that the Memorandum which we submitted contained an accurate 
summary of the discussions which took place and the tentative 
agreement reached at that time. 


I may say that your reply is quite satisfactory 
to us, with the exception of what you have to say in refer- 
ence to our request for a definite statement that the policy 
of the Department will be to operate the proposed Sanatorium 
at Coqualeetza on a purely non-sectarian basis, giving equal 
privileges to all religious bodies, both Catholic and non- 
Catholic. My colleagues and myself are of the opinion that 
your letter does not give us at all in explicit terms the 
guarantee we must have if we are to carry with us our United 
Church constituency in British Columbia, and if we are to 
get approval of the whole idea from our Executive when it 
meets on June 12th. 


It is hardly sufficient for you to tell us that 
in the operation of the Sanatorium you are going to cooperate 
with the Provincial Health authorities and that it will be 
conducted in the same way as the hospital now in operation 
at Qu'Appelle. Quite frankly, we have had reports that some 
of our people in Saskatchewan have not been satisfied that 
the administration of the Qu'Appelle institution has been 
entirely free from sectarian bias. To be perfectly candid, 
I am already receiving letters from United Chureh people 
around Coqualeetza to the effect that, since the Coqualeetza 
School has been under Protestant auspices for so long, the 
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appointment at any time of a Roman Catholic medical 
superintendent or matron would cause trouble, and would 
give the impression that the whole inetitution had been 
turned over to that Church. 


In view of all these circumstances, we feel 
thet we are not unreasonable in asking that an assurance 
very much more definite and explicit than that contained 
in your letter of May 8th should be given us in writing. 


Since I wrote you on April 28th, another point 
on which we want assurance wes raised by my colleague, 
Dr. Dorey, in his letter of Way 3rd to Dr. WeGill. It had 
to fo with the effect which the establishment of a large 
T. B. Sanatorium like Coqualeetza would have upon the 
number of Indian patients which are now being treated in 
our United Church hospitals in the northern part of the 
Provinee of British Columbia, at Hazeltogi, Port Simpson 
and Bella Bella. Two of these hospitals had additions 
made to them in recent years, to the cost of which the 
Government contributed, with the understanding that a 
certein number of beds would be reserved for Indian tuber- 
culosie patients. Since there seems to be some doubt 
abéut the future policy in this matter, we must have it 
cleared before any final consent is given by the United 
Church to the use of Coqualeetza as a sanatorium. 


We are very anxious, indeed, to have these 
matters cleared up before the meeting of our Executive 
early in June, so that, if possible, we may give you a 
definite answer at that time.

In the meantime I can assure you that if it 
4s necessary to provide additional secommodation at 
Bella Coola, Cape fudre and Kitamast, this provision 
will be made at the exrliest possible date.

It seems to me that it will be necessary 
to exercise a great denl of care and patience during 
the transition period between Cocualcetsa and Alberni. 
I am convinced, however, that by working in close co~ 
operation the Secretaries of the Home Mission Board 
and the officials of the Indian Affeirs Branch can 
follow a policy thet will be satisfactory to all 
parties concerned. 


TIT note with interest, in the penultimate 
paragraph of your letter, the reference to the desir- 
ability of operating the sanatorium at Cocualeetzs on 
a purely non-sectarian basis. A great deal of thought 
has been given to what I might tern the Indian tuber- 
culosis problem. This subject has been discussed very 
thoroughly on a number of occasions with specialists 
rho have been engaged in T. B. sanatorium vork in the 
provinces over a period of years. The policy of the 
Governnent is to work in the closest possible co- 
operation with these agencies. In this way it is ay 
neve that unnecessary ex se, overlapring ond dupliec- 
ation of effort in undertaking surveys, etc., can be 
avoided. In respect to Cocualeetzs, the intention is 
to have the operation of the sanatorium discussed 
with the provineial health suthorities and, if possible, 
reach en agreement with then whereby the experience 
and skill of their specialists would be placed at our 
disposel from time to time. The policy is that 
this sanatorium should be conducted as a government 
institution in the sense that the hospital now in 
operation at CutAppelle is operated. The super-

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government employees and provision would be made 
in the estimates from year to year for the amount 
necessary to maintain the tnstitution. 


I note thet it is your intention to 
submit this statement to the Executive of the Board 
of Home Missions and to the “oman's Missionery 
Soelety and, if possible, secure from them an 
agreement with respect to these proposals. Should 
the information contained in this communication be 
insufficient for the purpose you have in mind, I 
want you to feel free to communicate with me 
egain.

Dear Dr. McGill: 


Since leaving Ottawa yesterday afternoon, 
I have been turning over in my mind certain questions which 
arose during the course of our conversation yesterday morning. 


You will remember that Dr, Moore discussed 
a policy for dealing with tuberculosis, which had in mind isolation 
rather than treatment, of a considerable number of people who might 
not be considered eligible for treatment in a sanatorium. I got 
the impression from him thet this rather large group of people con- 
stituted a menace to the success of any campaign for the eradication 
of tuberculosis amongst the Indian people. As I understand it, Dr. 
Moore has in mind the placing of this group of people in some in- 
stitution where they would not get the medical care and attention 
that they would receive in @ sanatorium. I presume that this 
would be on the basis that cases were more or less quiescent or 
possibly pretty nearly hopeless. In any event, you will remember 
that he raised the question of the cost per day of the care of 
these people, pointing out thet $2.75 was altogether too high for 
that type of care. 


You will, I am sure, realize that I am not 
presuming to offer any opinion 4s to the advisability or other- 
wise of the plan proposed by Dr. Moore ~ that, after all, is @ 
matter for the medical profession; neither em I making any crit- 
icism of Dr. Moore's suggestion that the cost ought to be brought 
down from $2.75. As I said at the time, we ought to study whether 
we can cut down the cost of hospitalization per patient per day. 
However, in the course of the conversation, Dr. Moore outlined - 
or seemed to outline - his proposal as something like this:- 


He would take all T.B. cases that offer any 
hope of cure and plece them in the proposed new Sanatorium at 
Coqualeetza, and in this institution he would make provision for 
as many of these cases as it is likely the Government can pay for. 
Thig would leave for care by our Hospitals at Port Simpson and 
Hazelton only those cases which ought to be segregated and for 
which Dr. Moore thinks care should be provided et a rate consid- 
erably below the $2.75 which is at present paid. 
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Dr. H. W. McGill- 


May I repest that I am not in a position 
either to judge of the practicability or feasibility of this 
plan, nor am I offering any criticism, but I feel I ought to 
write to you and say that, in view of the fact that this may 
seriously affect the revenues of the two hospitels mentioned, 
and may indeed very seriously impair their usefulness, we feel 
that, before we cen recommend to our Executive that we acquiesce 
in the plan already outlined for Coqualeetza, this phase of the 
matter, which is rather new, should receive considerat ion; and 
that we feel that, not only should it receive consideration, 
but thet unless we can come together on this in some way, there 
will be very grave doubt in the minds of the members of the Ex- 
ecutive of the Board of Home Missions as to the wisdom of going 
any further with the negotiations regarding Coqualeetza, 


Perhaps you will be good enough to discuss 
this with Dr. Moore and let us have your considered judgment in 
the matter. To my mind it is very important that this aspect 
of the whole matter be cleared up, as it may seriously affect 
the amount of money which we shall heve to put into the operation 
of our hospitals, You will realize that we want to co-operate in 
every way possible with your Department, that we have every 
sympathy with the campaign which you are waging ageinst tubercul- 
osis, but that naturally we must look ahead some distance in such 
matters as these.

I am sending forward herewith, for your inform- 
ation, copy of a memorandum received by the Minister 
from the Secretary of the Board of Home Missions of the 
United Church. 


You will note that this memorandum contains 
a summary of a discussion that took place at the Minister's 
office on the forenoon of April 25, 1939. The Minister 
hes acknowledged receipt of this memorandum end intimated 
to the United Church authorities that he is in substantial 
agreement with the conclusions outlined in the communic- 
ation. 


The opinion was expressed at the conference 
that Inspector Barry and Captain Scott could, if they got 
together, reach certain definite conclusions with respect 
to the classroom accommodation that should be provided 
4n addition to the new school at Alberni, consisting of 
two units with accommodation for 200 pupils, and an im- 
proved day school at Ahousaht. It was intimated that Mr. 
Scott had a rather intimate knowledge of Indian homes in 
the northern districts of the province and would be in a 
position to state definitely the approximate number of 
Indian children for whom accommodation at residential 
schools should be provided. It is just possible, ¥f 
course, that in certain cases there may be lack of arree- 
ment between him and Captain Barry. Such cases might be 
referred to the Indian agent for his opinion. 


It has been decided to proceed with the con- 
struction of the Alberni Residential School just as soon 
as plans can be prepared and tenders advertised. This 
building will consist of two distinct units - a dormitory 
unit and an educational unit with four classrooms, to 
provide for 200 pupils, and full basement accommodation. 
In the meantime and until certain adjustments are made 
the Ahousaht and Coqualeetza Residential Schools will be 
kept open and in operation. It is the intention of the 
Minister, however, that the Coqualeetza School should be 
equipped and used as a sanatorium at the earliest possible 
date. 


It is not my intention to overload Inspector 
Barry with additional work, and I certainly hesitate to 
interrupt him in his regular inspectoral duties. I would 
like, however, to have him comment upon the following 


suggestions -

I should like to have a definite recommend- 
ation from you with respect to the dimensions of 
the new school at Ahousaht and the number of 
pupils for whom provision should be made. 


Will the erection of the four room consol- 
idated school at Cowichan have a tendency to 
reduce the United Church enrolment at Koksilah 
and thus provide additional accommodation for 
United Chureh pupils in that district? 


It is my understanding that there are a 
number of local pupils in attendance at the 
residential schools at Kitamaat and Port Simpson. 
If such is the case, would it be advisable to 
make provision for these in the day schools and 
thus create accommodation at the residential 
schools for pupils such as orphans and pupils 
with unsatisfactory home life? 


It is just possible that the re-adjustments 
suggested in British Columbia may extend to us an oppor- 
tunity to lay the foundations for a really vorthwhile 
educational policy for Indians in the province. I want 
you and your officials to feel perfectly free to state 
very definitely the accommodation which in your judg- 
ment should be provided. We may not have at our 
disposal the funds necessary to carry out the full 
prograyme at any time in the immediate future. ve 
should have before us from the outset a full outline 
of the programme you and your officials may believe is 
necessary to meet in a satisfactory sence the educat- 
ional needs of the Indians. 


I have intimated to Mr. Scott that Captain 


Barry would call upon him and discuss this matter with 
him just as soon as he could conveniently do so.

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MEMORANDUM ON CONFERENCE RE COQUALEETZA 
RESIDENTIAL SCHOOL 


A delegation consisting of Dr. Cochrane, 
Dr. Dorey, Captain Scott, and Mrs. Loveys met with the 
Minister and the following officials,- Dr. Camsell 
Dr. McGill, Mr. Hoey, Dr. P. E. Moore, and Mr. C. f. 
Jackson, on April 25, 1939. The delegation presented 
the Memorandum which had been prepared and left copies 
with the officials. After a lengthy discussion, the 
delegation from the United Church understood that the 
following tentative agreement was reached: 


1.- That the Department would proceed immediately 
with the building of a school to provide for 200 
pupils,- this school to be in two units: (a) A 
residential unit, to provide dormitory, dining room 
and other accommodation for the 200 resident pupils; 
and (b) a second unit to consist of four classrooms; 
together with full basement - basement to be used 
for manual training, and possibly a gymasium; and 
the four class-rooms to provide for the educational 
needs of the children housed in the dormitory. 


The erection of this building is to proceed as 
soon as possible, but, in the meantime, children will 
be accommodated at Coqualeetza. The Department 
officials are to give careful study to the figures 
presented in the Memorandum, at the earliest possible 
moment, and are to satisfy the officials of the Board 
of Home Missions of the United Church that the Depart- 
ment will make adequate provision for the education 
of our children - 


(a) In a new school at Alberni. 


(b) In an improved day school at Ahousaht, to provide 
for fifty children at that point; the approp- 
riation for this new improved day school to be 
included in the estimates for the fiscal 
year 1940-41. 


In additions to other day schools at Bella 
Coola, Cape Mudge and other points. 


(4) By the erection, also, of an improved day 
school at Kitamaat. 


If, while the erection of the new Alberni School 
is being proceeded with, it is impossible to make 
provision for the full number of United Church chilc- 
ren as op ge the Department will transfer as 
many pupils as may be necessary to Edmonton,- this 
accommodation at Edmonton to be temporary. 


The Department will, on taking over Coqualeetza, 
operate it as a Sanatorium - that is, free from

I have to refer to Mr. Prett's memorandum of June 1 
quoting from a letter from Kev. Robert B. Cochrane, with respect 
to the utilisation of the Coqualeetsa School as « tuberculosis 
senatoriua. 


Dr. Cochrane refers to « statement contained in the 
Minister's letter to him of May 16 to the effect that « mesorandua 
will be secured from the Superintendent of Medical Services re- 
garding hospitale at Hazelton, Port Simpson ond Bella Coole. I 
attech hereto memorandums prepered by the Superintendent of Medical 
Services which sets forth, so far os can be anticipated, the effect 
which the proposed tuking over for tuberculosis cork of the Cocualeetsa 
School may have on the three hoepituls referred to. 


The leet perogreph of Or. Stone's memorandum deals with an 
entirely different s«tter ~— tho St. Joseph's hospitel at Victorie, 
British Coluabia. This has been dealt ith in «a later letter from 
Dr. Cochrene to which a reply ie being prepared.

Doctor McGill. 


My attention has been drawn to a request, 
addressed by Reverend R. 8. Cochrane, ).D., to the 
Honourable the Minister, for an assurance that the 
establishment of a sanatorium for Indians at the 
Coqualeetza School will not seriously embarrass the 
financial operation of the hospitals operated by the 
United Church at Hazelton and Bella Bella, and pre- 
sumably, at Bella Coola and Port Simpson. 


So far as I can judge, such an assurance can 
be safely given. Of course, if the funds at our dis- 
posal for medical work should be drastically reduced 
again, as they were by 20% to 25% in 1932 and 1933, 
our tuberculosis work would have to be correspondingly 
curtailed, and, being more controllable than the treat- 
ment of more acute conditions, it would probably suffer 
more than its share of reduction. This is a possibility 
that cannot wholly be forgotten, but need not be unduly 
feared. 


Otherwise, it seems probable that the accommodation 
at Coqualeetza will all be required for the tuberculosis 
to be found in the southern part of the province, end in 
any case, I do not think anyone would seriously propose 
to move tuberculous Indians from northern to southern 
British Columbia, a distance of five hundred or six hundred 
miles from their homes. I would not advise it, from a 
professional point of view. 


IT wouldecccsccrece 
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I would like to suggest two reservstions in respect 
to the future of these United Church hospitals, as tuber- 
culosis treatment institutions. The Department has a 
e@reater or less capital investment in all, and their 
revenue is and will continue to be largely from the care 
of Indians. 


First. It might become necessary to request that the 
rates for the care of tuberculous or any sick 
Indiens be adjusted to provide for operation 
at about actual, economical cost. 


It might become necessary to request that the 
Chureh provide medical and nursing staff with 
thorough training in the diagnosis and treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, and otherwise to conduct 
the hospital on an effective sanatorium basis. 
That is to say, if the hospitals sare to provide 
carc for tuberculous Indians, the Department is 
entitled to ask thet the corre shall be of the 
best kind. 


Mr. Jackson spoke on the telephone of a reported 
impression that Captain Scott had recsived from Doctor 
MoQuarrie, to the effect that St. Joseph's Hospital at 
Victoria, B.C., was a Departmental hospital, or at least 
so regarded. There must be a misunderstanding somewhere. 
That hospital is a public institution, operated by a 
religious order. It accommodates Indian patients under 
exactly the same conditions as very many other hospitels 
in Canada do. The Department has no investment in it, no 
control over its management, and no preference for it over 
any other hospital in Victoria.

I desire to acknowledge receipt of your letter 
of May 11, in which you ask fron me a more definite and 
explicit assurance thet the Cocusleetza sehool, if 
taken over by the Departnent, would be operated as ao 
T. B. sanatorium on ae strictly non-sectarian basis. 


In my letter to you of May 9 I stated: "The 
policy is that this sanatorium (Cocualeetsa) should be 
conducted as a governzent institution in the sense that 
the hospital in operation at CutApvelle is conducted". 
The institution st cufAppelle was built by the Covern- 
ment and is operated as a sovernnent institution. IT 
have not at any time received a complaint vith respect 
to either the sectarian bins or efficieney of the 
institution.

The ravares of tuberculosis are very auch 
in evidence asonest the Indian populetion of British 
Columbia and this appites particularly to Indian children 
of school age. The leaders of the United Chureh in 
British Columbia have on more than one occasion in recent 
years resinted us that Indian reserves in thet province 
are rapidly becoming a heelth menace to the white poml- 
ation. Then, in response to these representations, a 
survey was made of the situation, we vere advised ty the 
provincial health authorities that no beds were avail- 
able for Indian patients in the provincial institutions. 
It is a matter of urgent nececsity, therefore, that 
sanatorium treatment be provided for Indians at the 
Pacific coast if a serious attempt is to be made to save 
the Indian children. If the Cooqualeetza sehool cannot 
be taken over, an attempt will have to be made to secure 
fron the Government the funds meces*ury to build a 
sanatorius in the Vancouver area. The need for su¢gh an 
institution in this srea is undouhtedly one of the sost 
outstanding needs of the Indian service. 


It is my intention to secure from the Super- 
intendent of Yedical Services his comments on your 
reference to the three hospitals - Hazelton, Port Simpson 
and Bella Coola - mentioned in your cownunication. These 
Comments will reach me in due course. In the meentime 
I fail to see hor the operation of the Cocualeetza sehool 
86 & sanatorium woul? differ in any sense, so far as the 


hospitals - 
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hospitals you have in mind are concerned, from the 
operation of a sanatorium that might be built by 
the Government in the Vancouver district. 


I have attempted to keep in sind throughout 
these negotistions the plight of the Indian ehildren 
afflicted with tubereulosis and the best ways and 
means of providing then at the earliest possible date 
with sanatorium treetment. I feel confident that, 1f 
this objective is kept in mind, a solution satisfactory 
to all parties concerne? can be worked out with re- 
spect to the edueation of the Indian children of 
Pritish Columbis on the one hand and the operation of 
the hospitals in the northern sections of the province 
on the other.

My dear Mr. Crerar: 


The Executive of the Board of Home Missions, 
at its meeting last week, dealt with the proposal that 
Coqualeetza Residential School be taken over by the 
Dominion Government for use as a Sanatorium for Tndian 
tubercular patients. I am enclosing the resolution 
adopted by the Executive in regard to the matter. 

I think it requires’ very little comment. 


The Secretaries ca:not give a final answer 
until we get a report from Captain Scott in reference 
to the matter referred to in Clause (1) - that is, until 
Captain Scott and Captain Barry have been able to con- 
sider together, as they were directed to do, the placing, 
either at Alberni or Edmonton, or in improved day schools 
on the coast, of all the children who are now in Coqualeetza. 
I have a letter from Mr. Scott, saying he has not been able 
to get in touch with Captain Barry, because the latter has 
been visiting schools in the North. He thinks, however, 
that they ought to be able to have the conference the end 
of this month or early in July. 


As far as Nos. (2) and (3) are concerned, you 
have already given us adequate assurance that you will meet 
our wishes in regard to these two matters. 


We shall be glad to have your consent to the 
requests contained in Clauses (4) and (5). 


We are just as anxious as the Department is to 
get this matter finally settled. I believe this is in the 
best interests of both the Government and the Church. You 
will see from what I have written that the final decision, 
as far as we are concerned, rests now with the Secretaries 
of our Board, and that we are waiting to be satisfied about 
Clauses (1), (4) and (5) before agreeing to the proposal in 
the name of The United Church of Canada.

Of the above projects those numbered 5, 6, 7, 3, 9, 
13, 17, 16, and 19, are in a very definite way either the 
coroliary of the absorption of Coqueleetza and Ahousaht and 
the late Alberni Indian Kesidential Sehools into one new residential 
school, or their necessity has been greatly hastened by the 
changes contemplated by the Honorable Minister and Department. 


In the case of the present small Indian Kesidential Schools 
at Kitamaat and Port Simpson, I consider that instructions might 
well be issued that deserving children and particularly orphans 
from the northern part of the Province who are not Catholic children 
should be given preference over local children who could very well 
attend tne existing or proposed day schools. 


Much care has been taken in making the above sug,estions 
and many hours spent in thinking out the problems involved, 
It is hoped that this report may be of definite assistance to 
the officials of the Department. It is certainly submitted with 
respeat and as a professional suggestion of what might well be 
done in he way of the erection of new schools and adiitional rooms 
during the next three or four years.

I have to refer to a Departmental letter from 
the Superintendent of Welfare and Training dated May 4th 19359 
with reference to the future distribution of the pupils now 
attending Coqualeetza Indian ‘esidential School, and in particular 
to the two final paragraphs of that letter. 


Yhe wishes of the Department were adhered to 
and conferences arranged with the Rev, R.C.Secott in my office on 
July Sra and 6th, when the particulars surrounding the life of 
each child, home conditions, health ete,, were discussed in detail. 


It is with considerable pleasure that I am 
able to report that the Nev, K.C.Seott and I found little 
difficulty in reaching agreement on the suggested distribution 
of these Indian children, Our actual working papers are not 
being forwarded to the Department but placed on file in Vancouver 
should there be any need to consult these records in the future, 


I am forwarding herewith tne ab tmat of 
Proposed Distribution of the children. «very child now a 
Coqualeetza has been dealt with ana the disposal suggested in 

each ease is the very best possible for the child, 11 statement 

is signed by the Keverend Principal, but I am of course in 

agreement with its contents, and suggest that such statement be 
considered the joint work of the Prineipsal of Coqualestza and myself 


I would ask that the suggestions placed on 
Page 12 be considered in their relation to the below mentioned 
recommendations whieh inelude the needs of the various Agencies 
in British Columbia for the next four years, as such needs 
can be met by the erection of Indian day schools,or additions to 
existing day schools, or replacements. 


While I am well aware that it may not be found

Dear Parents and Friends: 


again it is my pleasant duty to give an account of life at 
Coqualeetza during the first two months of the new term. fy the 
end of the third week in September the school was filled so that 
class rooms and departments have gone on happily and satisfactorily 
in good time. 


Thanksgiving was observed in due form. There were special 
delicacies in the dining room topped off with Pumpkin pie. On 
the Monday afternoon a picture show was given in the assembly 
Hall and this was repeated in the evening for the girls and boys 
in the Preventorium, On Sunday we had as our special speaker, 
the Rev.J.H. White,D.D., who gave a fine message which was 
listened to with interest by each boy and girl. 


On Saturday, October 21st, Founder's Day was observed with 
fitting ceremony. In the dining room the school Birthday Cake 
adorned with its fifty-one candles, was the centre of attraction. 
Little Doris and betty Sepass, the youngest children in the 
school were too bashful to attempt to blow out the candles, so 
Muriel Collinson and Myra Kelly were given the honor. after the 
principal had set the knife into the cake, members of staff cut 
it up and served the boys and girls with generous pieces. Staff 
members too, received their piece, and staff and pupils alike 
voted it just right. 


On Sunday evening, a unique service was held. Mrs.B.A.Well 
who was teacher and luter Matron in the school, forty-six years 
ago, spoke to the boys and girls. With her on the platform were 
Mr.Wm. Newby, who fifty-one years ago remodelled the home of 
Rev. and Mrs.C.m. Tate to make room for a dozen Indian girls and 
boys who formed the first class in Coqualeetza, and Mrs.Harry 
Uslick and Dan Milo, who as children, were members of it. 

Other honored staff members and pupils of the school, were 
Mr.C.iue Pearson, Farm Instructor forty-six ye rs ago, Chief albert 
and mrs.Cooper and uf.a. Lewis. It is doubtful if any other 
community in British Columbia can produce & like number of pupils 
and stuff members who live within its boundaries after more than 
half a century. Mrs.Wells was very happy in her reminiscences. 
Just to show that boys were boys in those days, she told of 4 
Little chap coming to her one day crying and saying that the boys 
were teasing him. «after a pause he said they had been calling 
him names. Well, surely that hud not hurt him, but it evidentiy 
had, for he blurted out between sobs, "they called me a Scotchman" 
as we have several Scotch members of staff, the joke was enjoyed 
immensely. Mrs.Wells held the interest of young and old, and the 
service was clearly one which had definite influence for good 
upon all, The congregation of Carman United Church united with 
us for the occasion and the Rev.H.?. allen, their pastor, and the 
Rev. J.H. White,D.D., took part in the service, Our fifty-first 
birthday will long remin 4 pleasant and helpful memory. None of 
those present will soon forget the impression which Mrs.Wells 
made as to the consecration of those pioneer workers, and their 
deep interest in the Indian people. 


Once again we are indebted to the Department for an X-Ray 
Clinie. Dr.G.S. Kincade, of the Provincial Chest Clinic, spent 
two days with us and all doubtful cases were either flurescoped 
or X-rayed. A splendid: record of good he&lth was shown in that 
out of 123 pupils examined, only one was found to have any actife 
diseuse; one other had u touch of pleurisy and a third was simply 
in need of special care, but had no actual trouble of any kind. 
The fact that the Clinic was held so early in the term was much 
appreciated, and most fortunate in mking possible proper treat- 
ment for the one cuse before any actuul breukcown had taken place.

& have discharged eight patients from the Preventorium this 
Fall. Twogirls who hed reached the age for discharge, went home 
and two girls and four boys came tack again to school. These 
pupils are fit for normal life again, but will still receive 
extra cure until they are back to vigorous health, In our "Pre" 
we have had for the past eight months, a teacher-nurse who gives 
each pupil instruction in class room work so that they come back 
to school well up in their classes. She also teaches handicrafts 
and many interesting and useful articles are turned out, - caps 
socks, sweaters, dresses, rugs and fancy work are made by the 
girls and the boys are becoming expert Totem Pole carvers. We 
preutly appreciate the honor which Coqualeetza has had in 
pioneering the work of hewling boys and girls who had the 
begivnings of chest trouble, and feel that the money expended by 
the Department has been a fine investment. Too much praise can 
not be given to the doctors who have udvised this treutment and 
for the generous way the Indian affairs Branch has co-operated 
with them. Miss Mackay who has been in churge of the "Pre" from 
the beginning, has mude herself much beloved by the boys and 
girls who have been her patients, Not one of them but will be 
able to live in better health because of the training they have 
received, Mrs.Vance, who gives teaching instruction, has worked 
wonders with the children as a fitting helper with Miss Muckay 
in this very important work. aA Graduate of the School is 
employed us assistant housekeeper and twenty girls each year 
réceive practical truining in the cure of the sick, Thus in 
time, « force of intelligent trained young people will bring the 
good news of how to control und heul Tuberculosis to their home 
villages und show how it cun be done, 


and now u word &bout Hulloweteen. Who cén think of 
Hallowe'een without visions of black ats, witches, pumpkins with 
funny faces, yes und of pumpkins meade into delicious pie? We 
hud them ull at Coqualeetza this year. In the assembly Hull long 
ritbons of bluck end orange trailed from corner to corner and 
from light to light, and around the welis witches with peaked 
bonnets riding ustride their broom sticks,and black cuts, looked 
down on happy boys und girls who filled the Hall with merry 
laughter for two duys, ufternoon und evening, as they curried 
through @ programme of games and folk dances. The “Living 
alphabet" was one of the best of the former. Girl and boy 
captains called out the "letters" to spell the words which were 
announced and the first side lined up to spell the word,correctly, 
won. 


Soon it will be Kemembrance Day when 411 the School will 
gather to pay tribute to the memory of those who luid down their 
lives in the Great War, and together we shall bow in silent 
prayer that God will help us to be worthy of their sacrifice, 
and He will over rule the present conflict to bring ever nearer 
His Kingdom, which is “righteousness and peace and joy in the 
Holy Spirit". WMeuntime, every one has settled down to work in 
earnest in Class Room and Depurtments, in Manuel Training and 
Boat building und in Nevigution Classes, which begin this week 
in Junior and Senior divisions. 


We often think of parents and friends, and do not forget 
to ask God's blessing upon them from day to day, as we gether 
for morning and evening prayers. as Staff and pupils, we shall 
do our best to work for ull that is good and worthwhiie in the 
opportunity which is ours in Coqualeetza,

My dear Dr. MGill: Re - Coquelestza and Alberni 


The Executive of the Board of Home Missions, 
at ite meeting on Friday, November 24th, had before it once more 
the matter of the use of the buildings of the Coqualeetza Indian 
Residential School for a tuberculosis senitorium, together with 
the arrangements for rebuilding the school at Alberni and taking 
care of the children now in Coqualeetza at Alberni and in day 
schools up the British Columbia coast. After considerable dis- 
cussion, the following resolution was unanimously adopted: 


"Whereas The Indian Affairs Branch of The Department 

of Mines and Resources, in a letter from the Minister, 
Honorable T. A. Crerer, dated February 2lst, 1939, 
expressed a desire to take over the Coqualeetza Indian 
Residential School, to be used as & tuberculosis san- 
itorium; and 


"Whereas the Secretaries have reported thet, as a result 
of interviews and correspondence with the officials ge 
the Department, all the matters under discussion have 
been settled and the interests of the United Church safe~ 
guarded; and 


"Whereas the Department is now erecting a new residential 
school at Alberni, which on campletion is to be adminis- 
tered by the Board of Home Missions; 


"The Executive resolves: 
To give formal approval to the proposal of the Government; 


To give the Secretaries power to carry on any further 
negotiations necessary with the Government in regard 
to the date of the Closing of the Coqualeetza Resi- 
dential School and the opening of the new school at 
Alberni, and any other questions in connection with 
the whole matter, 


To nominate for the principealship of the Alberni Res- 


idential School the Rev. R. C. Scott, B.A., now Prin- 
cipal of Coqualeetza.* 


My colleagues and I are still of the opinion 
that it would be in the interests of all parties concerned that the 
first publicity given to these changes should be through a joint 
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Dr. H. W. MoGill- 


statement from the Indian Affairs Branch of The Department 

of Mines and Resources and the Board of Home Missions of the 
United Church. We should be glad to have you consult with 

the Minister in regard to this as soon as he returns from Great 
Britain. If he should think that a joint statement is not wise, 
we would suggest as second best that a statement from both 
offices should be issued simultaneously - on the seme date, if 
possible. 


While there is no immediate med of a 
statement such as I have suggested, we do not think it should 
be delayed too long. It would be fairer to Mr. Scott, and 
everyone els@, if in the not too distant future we could inform 
him that the Government has accepted bis nomination as Principal 
of the Alberni School. It would give him a chance to make plans, 
to consult with the Government officials and to visit Alberni in 
connection with the farm lends, the administration of which we 
are taking over from The Women's Missionary Society.

In the case of the present small Indian Residential Schools 
at Kitamaat and Port Simpson, I consider that instructions might 
well be issued that deserving children and particularly orphans 
from the northern part of the Province who are not Catholic children 
should be given preference over locel children who could very well 
attend the existing or proposed day schools. 


Much care has been taken in making the above suggestions 
and many hours spent in thinking out the problems invblved. 
It is hoped that this report may be of definite assistance to 
the officials of the Department. It is certainly submitted with 
respect and as a professional euggesties of what might well be 
done in he way of the erection of new schools and additional rooms 
during the next three or four years.

Dear Major MacKay:- 


I have to refer to a Departmental letter from 
the Superintendent of Welfare and Training dated May 4th 1939 
with reference to the future distribution of the pupils now 
attending Coqualeetza Indian Residential School, and in particular 
to the two final paragraphs of that letter. 


The wishes of the Department were adhered to 
and conferences arranged with the Rev. R.C.Scott in my office on 
July 3rd and 6th, when the particulars surrounding the life of 
each child, home conditions, health etc., were discussed in detail. 


It is with considerable pleasure that I am 
able to report that the Rev. R.C.Scott and I found little 
difficulty in reaching agreement on the suggested distribution 
of these Indian children. Our actual working papers are not 
being forwarded to the Department but placed on file in Vancouver 
should there be any need to consult these records in the future. 


I am forwarding herewith the Statement of 
Proposed Distribuison of the children, Every child now at 

oqualeetza has been dealt with and the disposal suggested in 
each case is the very best possible for the child, The statement 
is signed by the Reverend Principal, but I am of course in 


agreement with its contents, and suggest that such statement be 
considered the joint work of the Principal of Coqualeetza and myself 


I would ask that the suggestions placed on 
Page 12 be considered in their relation to the below mentioned 
recommendations which include the needs of the various Agencies 
in British Columbia for the next four years, as such needs 
can be met by the erection of Indian day schools,or additions to 
existing day schools, or replacements. 


While I am well aware that it may not be found 
possible to carry out in its entirety the whole of the yearly 
building programme suggested here, my recommendations are made 
as a result of a fairly thorough fnowledge of the conditions in 
the various villages and in direct response to Mr, Hoey's own 
suggestion, so that the Honorable the Minister will be able to 
see at a glance the locations where new schools or additions to 
schools are condidered necessary from a professional point of 
view. 
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Refmended Building Programme 


The educational needs of the Indians in B.C. 
would be met by the following Building Programme which has been 
spread over the present and three succeeding Fiscal Years, 


The various projects have been arranged in 
their relative order of importance, as far as this may be 
determined at the moment, and such a relative order may be 
applied to the projects suggested for each Fiscal Year as well as 
the more general order suggested by the year itself,

proper methods and cure, The committee felt, us did many 
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individuals, the writer among them, that while it was a great 
sacrifice to give up a school with such a glorious history, 

and about which tender memories cling in hundreds of heurts, 
still progress could only be made through sacrifice. 
Consequently, our Church is glad to co-operate with the 
Department so that a larger benefit may come to the Native 
people. This move means too, that the Native people must do 
their share, There cun be no more sending*of children to 
residential schools just to be rid of the responsibility of 
caring for them at home. All purents who can do so, must see 
that their children attend the Day School regularly. Far too 
much indifference and easy going hahits are to be found among 
our Nutive people in this respect. When the matter of attending 
school is concerned, many parents say, "Oh, it is just whatever 
they want to do.". That is utterly wrong, and very harmful to 
the children. It is the parent's duty to guide children and to 
enforce whut is best for them. The Committee of the Church took 
greut puins to tell- the Department that Day Schools were not yet 
one hundred per cent effective, vut it realized that further 
progress could only come where the Native people really got 
behind their Day School, and suw that the children got to school. 
Laziness and failure to get up in the morning in time to get the 
children off to school on the part of the parents is a rotten 
foundation on which to try to build a better village life. 


In 811 cases where purents really cannot take care of their 
children, and where a child really needs the care of a residential 
school, it is felt the Department will make such care possible, 
The same is true where certain pupils show signs of being able to 
use higher educution or where such pupils ought to have a chance 
at practical truining which cun best be given at a residential 
school. The writer hus never been refused permission by the 
Department for such advanced training when he could set forth good 
reasons for its veing provided. It should be said too, tht the 
Department is planning more and better Day Schools as a part of 
this entire programme,

ATHMUNT REGARDING THE FUTURE OF COQUALEETZA SCHOOL 


So many letters are coming to hand, and there is so much 
uncertainty in the minds of many people about the change which 
will take place for Coqualeetza next September, that I feel a 
stutement should be made about it. 


In March, a year ago, the Indian affairs Branch of the 
Department of Mines and Resources at Ottawa, which is 
responsible in all mstters affecting the welfure of the Indian 
people, wrote to our Board of Home lMiissions, through its General

I am hoping th get clear of this trouble so as to be ready for 
the extra work which always begins to come in connection with 
the school as 24th of May and final closing time draws near, 
Sence,I would like to leave on Monday night next,and ehall be 
back just as soon as I can possibly do so. 
Everything is going well at school just now,apart from some 
sore throats which seem this year to have hit the Staff. The 
health of the children has been remarkably good. 
Thaking you in anticipation,and advising you that I have already 
informed Commissioner MacKay, I am,

I regret to state that with the limited 
information at my disposal in respect to government 
polity, it is almost impossible for me to send forward 
any suggestions that would be at all helpful. The 
general belief here amongst the officials is that the 
Alberni school should be completed and ready for 
operation in September and that sufficient fun?s will 
be secured from the 1940-41 estimates to undertake the 
necessary repairs and alterations at Coqualeetza, 

These are simply our thoughts, of course. “e have 
received no definite assurances from the Minister along 
these lines, and, in view of the dissolution of Par- 
liament, even the Minister himself is not in a position 
*o make any definite promises at this date. In any 
event, I think you would be well aévised to send a man 
over to Alberni, with the object of having him start 

a@ reasonably well balanced farm program for the year. 

If by any chance the school does not open in September, 
I am of the opinion that you could dispose of the fern 
products at a price that would enable you to escape 

any loss on the transaction. You might communicate with 
me — later in respect to having this man superintend 
the levelling and terracing of the grounds, immediately 
adjoining the school itself.

In conversation with Major MacKay ,Commissioner for 

Indian Affairs for B.C.yesterday when on a visit to the School, 

I mentioned the fact that I was planning to send a farmer over to 
Slberni at the end of this month,and esked him if he thought I 
were wise in doing so. He said that he could not advise me definite 
«ly that the new school would be completed,and asked me to write 
you saying that he had advised my doing so. 

I know perfectly well that much hinges upon the attitude of the new 
Parliament toward the entire scheme,but as one school,at least 
will have to be run,it would be a matter of choice as to which one 
would be conducted.Of course,if funds are not forthcoming for both 
the "San"? and the School, it might be less expense just to allow 
the new school to wait,and keep on operating this building as a 
School. Doubtless all this is within the purview of the Department 
officials, 
You will see,however,that if a decision is made rather suddenly to 
open up over at Alberni,and I have made no provision for hay, 
grain,or supplies ( garden),it would be a bit awkwerd,not to say 
expensive,to have to buy everything of that kind,or even to 

have to freight it over from here,which would be next best. 

I could,of course,send a man over anyway,and all that was raised 
would be to the good,empecially in view of war necessities. I did 
not like to do this without informing you of my intention. 

While not in the least intending this letter as even a suggestion 
that the Department take any responsibility in such a venture,still 
if you could give me any lead as to the chances of our moving or 
not,it would be helpful to me in deciding what ought to be done, 
The whole question of the farm here,and the produce from same,will 
have to be taken up later. Meantime as we are all organized here 
for work,I am going ahead and shall crop this place,but leave off 
such items as tomatoes,for instance,which would not be harvested 
until after the student body returned,in September, and they might 
not be here.Grain and potatoes will be gut in as usual,aleo 


garden stuff.

Announcement was made today by Rev. Dr. R. B. Cochrane, 
Secretary of the Board of Home Missions of the United Church of 
Canada, that the Coqualeetza Residential school at Sardis, B.C., 
will be turned back to the government to be used in the future 
as a sanitarium for tuberculosis patients. The building has been 
used by the United Church of Canada as « school for 200 Indien 
children, The change was made at the request of the government 
who are seeking to eradicate tuberculosis from Indians. 

Assurance has been given by the Canadian Indians Affairs 
Branch of the Department of Mines and Resources thet accommodation 
for the majority of children now being educated at Coqualestza 
would be provided in a new enlarged Government school at Alberni 
(to take the place of the school burned there two years ago.) This 
new school is now under construction. 

The Board of Home Missions of the United Church of Canada, 
after consultation with church officials and other interested parties 
in B,C., and after prolonged negotiations with the Department of 
Mines and Resources, has accepted the proposal of the government, 
whose approval has been given to the issuing of this stutement. 

Rev. Re C. Scott, 8.A-, now principal at Coqualeetaa, who for 
many years was in charge of the mission boat "Thomas Crosby", has been 


appointed to the principalship of the new Alberni school.

Question. (Inspector Barry) What is your name?

One matter to be investigated is your alleged 
treatment of an Indian boy, Joe Hans. 
Ques. Do you remember a certain night in March when there was some 
trouble with Joe?

ns. I was trying to line the boys up to go into prayers, The 
custem is to line the boys up in two rews.

He said, "Do you think 
you can do it?" I said, "Yes", and then I slapped at him, 
O5.

Ans. I am the Boys! Supervisor. I have held this position for 
five years. Previously I was in charge of the gardens. 

Ques. Do you remember trouble occurring between Mr. Carter and 
Joe Hans ene evening last March? 

Ans. Yes, but I de not remember the date. 

Ques. On that eccasion were you in charge of the School? 

Ans. I de net remember. I was in charge of the School during 
the absence of Mr. Scott, but I do not remember the date of the 
incident.

Ques. Have you on eccasion admiistered cerporel punishment to a 
boy without first ebtaining permission from the Principal? 

Ans. Yes. 

Ques. If corporal punishment is administered to a boy, what 
instrument is used? 

Ans. <A strep which has been used at the Schoel fer many years. 
Ques. Is the strap mentioned by you a regular rubber school strap? 
Ans. Ne. It is @ leather strap, about 18 inches leng, about 

1t inches wide and not more than half an inch thick, 

Ques. Is this strap a harness strap or part of a trace? 

Ans. No. 

Ques. Have you ever punished beys by having them eat soap? 

Ans. No, 

Ques. To your knowledge has such @ punishment ever been given at 
Coqualeetza? 

Ans. Ne, 

Ques. Are you quite sure that such a punishment has not been given? 
Ans. Quite sure. It has, however, been the customs for many years 
to require boys who use foul language to wash out their mouths with 
soap and water. There was an occasion early this year, when 
certain boys had been instructed to wash their mouths out. Among 
these boys was one new boy. The others,as a joke, suggested to him 
that he would have to bite a piece ef soap off and chew it. He 
came to me with the soap in his mouth. I immediately tolé him to 
spit it out, and assured him that the boys had been playing a jeke 
on him and that, of course, he did not have to eat it. He did not 
eat it. 
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Ques. Did you ever warn Cecil Perkins against making statements 
to Departmental officials, with regard to mtters at the School? 
Ans. Wo. When Mr. Perkins time was up, during the absence of 
the Principal, Mr. Scott, and while I was acting as Principal, I 
received permission to reehire him for another month. When I 
asked him if he would stay, he requested an increase in salary, 
which I declined, as I had no authority. Mr. Perkins told me that 
he could cause a lot of trouble by talking. I told him that only 
a@ persen with a small mind would think of such a thing, and that 
the Departmental officials would be toe pbroad-minded to sensider 
such things. He did not state what he prophsed to say to then. 
Our conversation was quite friendly throughout. 

Did you tell Mr. Perkins that those who carry tales te the 
Departmental officials mde more trouble for themselves?

Ques. How many times during the present academic year have you 
found it necessary to use corporal punishment in the case of ths 
boys? 

Ans. Several times. During the last five years we have hardly 
ever used the strap in the punishment of boys, because we did not 
believe in corporel punishment. The policy of the School has been 
te avoid cerporel punishment except when such is absolutely 
essential. In place of corporal punishment, the children lost 
certain privileges. This year we have had a number of serious 
effences committed by the boys, such as theft and the breaking into 
ef locked reoms and premises around the school, and a recent case 


in which twe beys entered a girls' dormitery. A number of boys 
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were invelved in each of several cases ef unlocking doors and 
Suitcases. In these cases each boy was strapped.

Ans. I did on most occasions, but the Principal has first given 
his permission and in fact been present. 
Ques. Were the boys! pants taken down?

Dear Major McKay: 


In accordance with the instructions 
contained in your letter 15/19/6266 of the 2lst instant, 
I held a preliminary enquiry at the Coqualeetza Indian 
Residential School, where the complaints contained in a 
letter from Mr. Cecil Perkins to you, dated June 20th, 
were thoroughly investigated. 


A list of members of the present 
Coqualeetza staff whom Captain Scott intends to employ 
in connection with the eperation of the new school at 
Alberni was first obtained. This has been attached to 
the proceedings. 


The contents of Mr. Perkinst letter 
mentioned above, were carefully outlined to Captain Scott, 
who was also informed that you had instructed me to enquire 
into the charges made. 


Captain Scott arranged for the necessary 
members of hie staff to appear tefore me for interrogation, 
and the services of Miss Telfer, stenographer at Coqualeetza, 
were placed at my disposal. ail persons examihed were warned 
that their statements would be taken dewn in writing, and 
that they would be later requested to sign such statements 
on verification of same. Captain Scott was present throughe 
out the whole of this preliminary enquiry and was of consider- 
able assistance to me. 


A signed statement by Captain Scott,as 
Principal of the Coqualeetza School,is also attached to the 
proceedings, 


I am perfectly satisfied that there has 
peen no ill-treatment whatever of the boys as alleged. The 
statements of Mr. Cecil Perkins are,in my opinion, a very 
highly exaggerated account of two or three instances that 
undoubtedly happened during the time he was at the Coqua- 
leetza School. In my opinion there is no need whatever for 
any further investigation or enquiry into this matter. 


I have advised the Reverend Principal 
that it would be well in future to limit the infliction of 
corporal punishment by requiring that definite permission 
must first ve obtained, either from him as Principal or in 
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Major D.M.McKay <- 2. 


his absence @rom the Acting Principal of the School. 


I would further advise that in future any such 
corporal punishment be yevee with a regulation school strap 
made of rubber. The actual strap used for years at this 
School was specially made for the purpose; is not part of a 
harness trace as suggested, but is, in my opinion, rather 
teo thick, especially for the punishment of the smaller boys. 


I trust that the results of the investigation carried 
out to-day will be satisfactory to you, and that there will be 
no need for the Department te take any further action in the 
matter; particularly se as Captain Scott has given me his 
assurance in writing (see his statement attached) that Mr. 
Carter, against whom the main charges were mde, will not be 
empleyed as a member of the new Alberni School staff.

I also protested to | Scott that Mr. Carter was not a 
fit person to supervise the bo he was antagonizing them and 
causing them to attempt run-away:s In the first few weeks on one 
occasion two bc left the school and were away the most of the 
night. Cold foggy weather forced them to return. When I arrived 
at the school many boys were still working out penance for attempted 
breaks for escapes, 


ONeseveceees 
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On another occasion one evening in March when I was 
about to tell stories to the children in one of the younger 
dormitories I found a number in the lavatory eating toilet 
soap. ihis soap is the same color as Lifebuoy and is used 
extensively by the school. they had each been ordered to eat 
half a cake as a punishment for swearing. I made them stop and 
go back to their domitory. 


During the course of a conversation with Mr. Peake 
about the end of ‘ebruary, he warned me against carrying tales 
to the department as he said others had tried it and only made 
more trouble for themselves. the department realized he said 
that they were producing results and were satisfied to continue.

A copy of my letter of instructions to Captain Barry is also 
attached. the necessary investigation was carried out at Coqua- 
leetza Indian Hesidential ~chool, Sardis, on June 24th last and I 
am forwarding for the information of the vepartment the complete 
file of the evidence, etc., placed before Inspector Jarry. 


It would appear that there has been no ill-treatment 
of children at the Coqualeetza school as was suggested in Mr, 
Perkins letter of the 20th instant to me. I have, however, in 
my letter of today's date to the nev.

With reference to filling the vacancy for a 
teacher at Coqualeetza Indian Hospital, created by the re- 
tirement of Mrs. L. Wilson, I would advise that considerable 
difficulty has been experienced in securing another teacher 
possessing the qualifications needed for this somewhat 
specialized position. 


Recently Mr. Commissioner MacKay and Dr. Barclay 
interviewed a Miss Mary Nixon of Chilliwack, an Anglican, with 
First Class B.C. Certificate and handicraft experience, and the 
Commissioner expressed himself to the writer as being very 
satisfied with her fitness for the position. However, I am now 
informed by Dr. Barclay that she is now receiving a salary of 
$840.00 for a ten month term and is practically certain to 
receive $900.00 on her return to duty, owing to recent general 
increases in teachers' salaries in this Province. I would also 
point out that the demand for women in industry and government 
employment at higher rates than is prevalent in the teaching 
profession is already beginning to bring resignations among our 
teaching staff, their higher standard of education evidently 
making them desirable employees. 


The problem is now that in order to secure Miss 
Nixon's services we must ensure her ef a salary practically 
equivalent to that likely to be received by her if she remains 
with her present school. Discussing this with Dr. Barclay, he 
suggests that she could be allowed $5.00 per month in lieu of 
one meal at the hospital, which is their usual allowance, It 
is suggested by Dr. Barclay that the salary could be adjusted 
so that salary, allowance in lieu of meals, and cost of living

I have for acknowledgment your letter of the 
25th instant, in which you seek additional information 
in respect to the salaries to be paid by the Department 
at the Coqualeetza Hospital. 


In this connection may I refer you to your 
air mail letter of July 15, 1942, and Mr. Phelan's 
reply thereto dated July 18. In the last paragraph 
of Mr. Phelan's communication he stated -- "In securing 
a teacher to succeed Miss Scarabelli, you may offer the 
same salary. It is understood that the hospital will 
supply meals and laundry work free". 


Mr. Phelan is now overseas and when Miss Cole's 
appointment was under consideration I was influenced by 
the fact that we had already decided to pay $85.00 a 
month to the non-Catholic teacher at the hospital and 
that it would be very unwise to pay salary less than 
this to the Catholic teacher. The correspondence on 
file suggests, however, that the non-Catholic teacher 
is particularly well qualified and that Miss Cole has 
had little, if any, professional training. If, in 
your judgment, it would be advisable to pay Miss Cole 
$75.00 rather than $85.00 a month, I would be glad to 
abide by your recommendation. These, as you know, are 
very delicate matters and mtters that require us to 
exercise the utmost care in dealing with them from 
time to time.

Her maternal grandfather was German-born, but became 
@ naturalized American Citizen. Her mother is American-born, 
but is now a naturalized ‘ritish Subject, residing in 
Vancouver, 


Mise Surges was born in Vancouver, but for a few years 
lived in the United States. ‘This, I believe, was when she 
was a teen-age girl. On one of her trips to the States she 
seye that the American Ivmigration authorities accepted her 
as an American Citizen, but when she came to return to 
Vancouver, the Canadian authorities accepted her as a Canadian 
Citizen. She is rather upset over the situation that hae 
arisen in connection with her status and has expressed the 
intention that, if legally she is an American Citizen, she 
would like to take out British naturalization papers.

In connection with the latter it is still difficult for 
us to keep our finances in a very fluid state and in this mail 
I am writing to the Department asking about more detailed 
information as to the operation of "a revolving fund" such as 
you mentioned to me, 


Since I returned and showed your samples to our teachers 
I have persuaded them to secure an additional quantity of the 
scrap leather and I hope that genuine effort will be made to 
produce some of this work since we are still unable to secure 
hides for moccasins, gauntlets, etc. I explained to the teachers 
that you felt we were paying our patients too much for the 
individual articles that had been made but their feeling is that 
our Indians in B.C. are so used to higher wages than probably had 
been attainable in the East that it would be detrimental move 
if we tried to reduce the amount we now pay them. However, since 
beads are getting a little harder to locate perhaps we can switch 
into some other lines such as you showed me where turnover is 
faster. It will take a while to work this out especially since 
the teachers vacation period is now at hand. One of the teachers 
will be with us for an additional month this summer but there 
will be a month when we will have no supervision whatever,

While in Ottawa recently I had a very interesting 
discussion with Miss Moody regarding our vocational work. I 
mentioned to her that although the amount of work seems to 
be gradually increasing we are still finding it very difficult 
to keep our finances in a fluid state. We have tried to extend 
our retail outlets but returns from these are some times a bit 
slow coming in and we are also up against the necessity of 
carrying @ certain amount of stock on hand until it can be sold, 
which stock has already been paid for to the patients. 


Since at times we have had as much as $250 or $300 tied 
up in stock or in outstanding accounts there seems no doubt in 
my mind that we require additional aid to properly finance this 
department of our hospital work. Miss Moody suggested that a 
"revolving fund" might be provided for us and I would like to 
have further information regarding how this is opersted. I would 
suggest that probably another $400 would probably be required in 
such a fund. Would it be confined to each fiscal year or would 
it be a continuing arrangement until such time as we have increased 
our small profits to a suitable amount that we could carry on 
by ourselves?

Replying to your letter of March 12th regariing beads for 
vocational work I think thet unler the circumstances we would be 
le indeed to receive even the $25.00 worth of beeds sugrested 

n your letter and just as goon es we can sell sone of the quantity 
of completed articles that we have on hand I think we should be 
able to pay for an additional quantity ourselves. 


Por your information and interest we are sending you under 
separate cover a small assortment of some of the beaded lapel 
novelties that we have been making here, literally by the hundreds. 
This has been going on of course for between two and three years 
and there has been a very wide gale in and arouni Vancouver and 
in smaller quantities farther afield, For quite a long time they 
proved very popular at Whitehorse while the Americans were in 
there in large nunbers. At this time of year however, our markets 
seem to have dropped off and our small working capital is all tied 
up in stock. I am trying to place these articles in some new 
loestions in Vancouver and Victoria also in the Hudson Bay Store 
in Edmonton and Saskatoon. I wrote to the Generel Purchasing 
Agent for the G.N.%. in Winnipeg some time ago but have had no 
reply from him 


The price we charge he e, which in a sense is the “wholesale 
price’ is shown on the sales slip enclosed with the articles. We 
have found that the mark-up on the gauntlete is usualiy 15¢, on 
the chiefs and squaws (which we sell at 90¢ per peir) it amounts 
to 20¢ or even 35¢ The moccasina usually mark-up 15¢ or SO¢ de- 
perding on whether they have been fur trimmed or not. 
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; .. thege are lapel novelties you can understand why we 
desire the brighter colours as they are intended to harmonize 

or contrast with women's garments. A rtain f the 

dark or pasley beads gan be used when with the 
brighter colours. Mrs. Zobertson, the teacher, who is in charge 
of this work here has enclosed a psir of the dolls made with the 
@ark colours and you can see that they are far from attractive. 
We can always use the white seed beads and also black for the 
head dregs of the chiefs but we necessarily have to have reds 
for the faces. Red is one shade that we have the greatest difficutly 
in getting. 


You mentioned pussy-willow and acorn designs and I expect you 
mean that these are on leather. we have had no experience with 
this here but perhays you might draw a sketch of what you mean. Our 
dolls and moccasins are perhaps not original here at Sardis but as 
far as I know they are not being made in any quantity anywhere else 
in B. C. so that we have pretty well monopolized the market, 


We would be very glad to have your impressions about the work 
and any suggestions you might care to make. If might say, incidentally 
that our patients receive all but 5¢ or 10¢ of the wholesale vrice 
shown besides which we supply the beads to them for nothing when 
they are given to us and at cost when we have to buy them,

I have the honor to advise you of a 

recent action of the advisory board of our institute, 
who on being made acquainted with the serious incon- 
venionces to which myself as Principal,and my family 
have been subjected for the past five years for want 
of suitable accomodation,passed a resolution, addre- 
ssod to the executive board of the Missionary Socicty 
and therein urged upon the attention of that body the 
urgent neod which exists for the erection of a suitabl 
residence forfthe principal,and requesting that the 
sum of $2500.00 be set apart by the Missionary Soc- 
jety for that purpose. The reason fo¥ the discomfort 
complained of arose out of the fact that when our 
Institute was planned no provision was made for a 
resident Principal and family.

My.Dear Mr Sifton,- 
There are one or two matters in connection with the 


Indian schools, &c, in British Columbia,to which I venture te call your 
attention, For a number of years we have asked for a grant of $500 
for the Boys' Home at Port Simpson, but hitherto it has not been 
granted. It seems to us that it is a very reasonable request, and I 
sincerely hope you will see your way to include it im the estimates fe 
next year. 

A still more urgest matter is the question of a residence for the 
Principal of the Coqualeetza Institute. You are aware that only a small 
amount was received from the Government for land and buildings, and 
that the greater portion of the cost has been borne by the Missionary 
Society, which is in direct contrast with the experience of all other 
Institutes in British Columbia. But there are other and yet stronger 
reqsons for action in the prewent instance. In the building as origin- 
ally planned no provision was made for the Principal's accomodation, 
and he and his family have been subjected to a great deal of incon- 
venience which, however, they have very patiently borne for the sake 


fe of the work; but new circumstances are such that it would seem imper 


tive that something should be done. In a private letter received from 
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the Rev Mr Hall he details the reasons for pressing this request at 
the present time, and if you desire I will send you his letter. There 
is at the Coqualeetza Institute an Advisory Committee of persons in 
the neighborhood, and in considering the whole question they strongly 
recommend the immediate erection ef a house fer the Principal, and have 
mentioned the sum ef $2,500 as the amount whibh in their judgment would 
be required. If anything can be done it is important it should be done 
at once, and if you can see your way to put the abeve, or some ether, 

sum in the estimates for next year, we would in the meantime advance 
the money, af necessary, and take our chances of the item being voted 
by Parliament. IT understand that the local member, Mr Morrison, has 
enquired into the matter and gives it his support.

v.Dr Sutherland forwarded o us ooteb shertes the 
grounds and buildings of the Coqualeetza Industrial 
school in connection with a previous applicatiom for 
a residence for the Principal of that Institution, 
Dr Sutherland's letter embodies extracts from 
correspondence from Rev.Mr Hall,the Principal of the 
school in which he claims that there is urgent necedse 
ity for the building applied for,and Dr Sutherland, 
while endorsing Mr Hall"s statement says that ina 
private letter to him the need of a residence for 
the Principal is urged on domestic grounds that he 
is sure to weigh strongly in deciding the case Burm 
if he were at liberty to repeat them, 

Your will see on reference to the draft 
letter prepared by the Deputy Minister on the 9th 
December last in reply to Dr Sutherland's previous 
application above referred to that one of the Prine 
cipal reasons for not acceding to the request was 
that the Department considered it a@ivisable for the 
Principal or at least two or three male officers of 
the school to live in the building. 

The census return for the Fraser River 
Agency shows that out of a total population of 2859 
Indians,only 159 are Methodists,the remainder being 
nearly all Roman Catholics. This school is in ree 


ceipt of a grant of $1$0 for each of 80 pupils while 
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the last return shows 92 to be in residence.Fifty BR 
pupils is the highest number allowed to the other six 
Industrial schools in the Provinces.

Referring to Departmental letter of December 9th, 1901. 


Wo.120298, and my reply thereto dated December 13th, 1901, 
respecting a proposed residence for the Principal of the 
Coqualeetaa Institute, T beg to say that in accordance with 
my letter above mentioned, I obtained from Mr Hall a sketch 
of the grounds and buildings. This has since been drawn to 
scale, and T am sending you & “Blue Print” copy under separate 
cover. Mr Hall, speaking of the proposal for a separate 
building, says: 


"T explained that our shoemaker, a fine young man who is 
doing well and likes the work, resides in the Institute, and 
will continue to do so. My tdught ,too, was to have telephone 
gonnection with the Institute, so that I might be called at 
any hour of the night when my presence might be desirable. I 
could be on hand as soon as if I were in the building, as 
the distance would not excecd a hundred feet. Mr Deviin's 
suggestion was to do avay with the lane én the south side of 
the Principal's residence, to whieh there could be no ob- 
jection. The two buildings might have the same frostage, 
with the exception of a low fence to separate the grounds of 
the Institute from those of the Principal's residence." 

*T4 might be thought that the Principal's residence m 
might be placed close to the Institute on the south side 48 
there is a space of 44 feet and 3 inehes between the main 
puilding and the lane, and the lane might be age a little 
more distant so as to affoed needed . to my mind there 
are at, least two objections to this. ist. The new building 
would shade and darken "What is now the bright side of the 
main building, but IT suppose that is what happens every day 
in the cities. Stili it is not desirable if it can be avoid- 
ed, and in the country there is supposed to be Poom. end. 
With the two buildings so close the contrast would be so 
marked as to detract from the favorable impression on the 
beholder which the present builsing now poe Still T 
suppose that ugilitarian considerations, if they are very im- 
portant, ought to Linge fo make an addition to the pre- 
sent. building would involve much larger expense, and I do 
not well see now it could be done.”

A year ago last September 1 wrote you re the matter of 
a Principal's residence in connexion with our institute. You 
visited the Institute for the purpose of inquiring into the matter, 
and on ascertaining the facts, reported to the Department recom 
mending the grant asked for. A plan of building which it was Sham 
thought would be suitable was forwarded to the department but the 
government did not see fit to place a sum in the estimates for this 
purpose. Their objection was to a detached building, as removing 
the principal too far from the main building for the purposes of 
that Oversight which a principal should Naum maintain. To annexed 
apartments it was intimated there would not be the same objection. 
I would like to say that [ have no objection to this suggestion. 
Anything would be an improvement upon the present inadequacy of 
accommodation for myself and family. It will be evident however 
that to annex apartments to the present structure would be to in- 
pair the symmetry of the main building, which would be regretable. 
The department might perhaps conclude, in view of this fact, that 
a detached building might be placed so near to the main building 
as to be connected by a covered and enclosed walk, and by an ‘elec= 
tric bell so that I might be called any time night or day if needed 
and thus answer practically the same purpose as annexed apartments. 
Besides if apartments were added on to the present building they 
would have to be of brick, ( the same material as the present build- 
ing ) whereas a detached building might be of frame, costing less 


and not impairing symmetry. 
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The reasons are principally three on the grounds of which I would 


oOo} 


urge my request upon the favorable consideration of the department. 
First; the inadequacy and unsuitableness of the apartments at pre- 
sent occupied by the principal and his family. Upon this point I 
need not enlarge, as your attention has already been called to it, 
and you understand the situation. Resides this feature of the case 
has been brought to the notice of the department by the authorities 
of the Missionary Society from year to year for eeveral years past, 
and ours is the only Institute in the Dominion, (as I believe ) 
wnere provision has not been made specially for the principal's 
family. 

Secondly; for the sake of the private and family life of the prin- 
cipal's household. As it is we have none. Ours is hotel life. There 
is one dining room for the staff and the principal's family, and all 
dine together. Many reasons suggest themselves why this should not 
be the case, reasons which will at once suggest themselves to every 
one before whom this request may come. 

Thirdly;the last reason which I shall adduce is involved in the one 
just given, but I desire to draw special attention to it because of 
its bearing upon the discipline of the institution. It does not 
comport with the position af authority which the principal occupies 
that he should be placed in such relations of familiarity with the 
employees as to weaken the respect which is due to him. "A prophet 
is not without honor save in his own country and among his ow kin- 
dred". Paniliarity is abused by engendering a sense of equality. 

I trust that the government will kindly accede to this request and 
place the mua of $2.500 in the estimates of the present year for £h 
the purpose of a principal's residence. 

This request may be thought to come rather late for this year. 
It might be brought in under the head of supplementary estimates.

Similar applications have been before the 
Department for over two and a half years, In reply ta 
the last application,Rev.Dr Sutherland,General 
Secretary of the Methodist Missionary Societyjwas 
informed on the 19th Feby.1902 that the Department 
could not undertake any further expenditure on 
account of this school at present, 

A great deal might be said both for and 
against the provision of a Separate residence for the 
Principal,and this was thoroughly dealt with in my 
memorandum of the 2nd Dec, 1901 and Mr Smart's letter 
to Dr Sutherland of the Sth of that months, 

IT do not know what family the Principal 
has tut Mr Agent Devlin has stated tnat the accomna- 
dation afforded by his present quarters is quite ine 
sufficient. It may be stated that the school is 
carrying about 14 more pupils thap there is provision 
for an it receives a érant for 30 more pupils than 
any other industrial school in British Columbia,

) In regard to the above I have to report that I 
visited the Coqualeetza Institute on the 10th instant, 
accompanied by the Indian Agent,when I discovered that 
a building was already under construction intended for 
the purpose named. 

As I presumed that it was being erected by the 
management at its own expense,which I considered,in 
oonsiteration of the large grant paid to that Institute 
annually,it was well able to do,I made no particular 
inquiries touching cost,ete,. Upon inquiry I have 
since learned that the management commence’ the work 
on its own responsibility,i.e. without having received 
authority for the expenditure either from the Methodist 
Missionary Society or the Indian Department. Should it 
be,under the ciroumstances reported,still considered 
advisable to grant assistance towards the building 
referred to I would suggest that only the cost of the 
material used in construction be allowed as with the 
aid of the Foreman ani the pupils the greater part of 
the work could be performed.

I an in receipt of your favor of the lst Inst 
enclosing copy of a commmication from the Indian Department in 
which information regarding the present location of the princi- 
pal's quarters within the building is asked for. I have had the 
sketches of a plan of the different floors of the Institution , 
showing the way in which the space is divided prepared by the 
carpenter, and forward them by this mail. 

These sketches will show that we have absolutely no 
accomuodation in the Institute but Bed rooms. We have no family 
room and the bed room accommodation 1s distributed and found in 
whatever corner a room can be found, even if it has to be by par- 
titioning off a corner from a pupils dormitory or by occupying 
a room which had previously been used for a hospital. By rights 
the room occupied by our little girl ought to be reserved still 
for Hospital purposes, as well as the neighboring rooms now occu- 
pied by the cooking and sewing teachers, for the reasons that one 
should be occupied by the nurse, and there might easily be more & 
than one invalid at a time; and besides the sick ones occupying 


these rooms would be in quieter quarters and farther removed from 
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the other pupils, rendering the spread of contagion less likely 

to occur. In the original plan of the rooms these were all in- 
tended for hospital rooms , and were so marked by the architect. 
Indeed it would seem that it was not intended when the building 
was planned that the principal would live in the building, and 
the best way to relieve the congested condition of things in the 
building is to move the principal and his family out. If T were to 
begin to speak of the disadvantages to which the principal and his 
Tamily have been subjected during our nearly eight years occupan- 
cy of the building or rather residence in it, IT would be tempted 
to refer to many things that perhaps bead better borne in patience 
than WS wentioned, especially if the remedy can be had without 
exposing them to the light of day. It is envuyh to say that there 
can be no family life where every thing is in common - rooms, sit- 
ting room and meals. If there were a suite of rooms where the 
Panily might be by themselves and have their meals apart, ‘and not 
be brought into contact with the pupils whenever they stir out of 
their bed rooms, nor be subject to the constant noise of all that 
1s going on on all sides from morning till night, nor have to guard 
our little girl every hour of the day through the halls from the 
unnameeble indignities of boys of lustful and beastly passions, 
them ight continued residence in the building be regarded as a 
propositiom to be entertained. But in fact, except in the case 

of Mount Elgin Institute I am not aware of any Institute where 


the Principal and his family reside in the building. I see that 
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your letter from the departient speaks of it being the water 
of the @epartment that the principal should reside within the 
school , one. that devarture from this policy can only be sanctioned 
on the strongest possible groungs. This sounds strange to my ears. 
T have visited Brandon,-it is departed from there; I visited St 
Pauls near Winnipeg,-it is departed from there; I visited Elkhorn 
~ it is departed from there; and when I was at St Pauls the depart 
ment had just taken it over from the Episcopalian denomination, 
and the principal's residence had just been completed;had not as 
yet been ocoupied;Elkhorn had also been taken over from the sane 
denomination but that policy was not in force there. It looks as 
though it were a policy that is not ry, ain I omitted to 
mention Regina, which also T visited and stayed over night in the 
none of the principal. Mount Elgin is no doubt ideal in the matter 
ds the relation of the principal's household to the institute, as 
suoplying a home to the family and at the same tine residence to 
the principal sm within the building. But that was arranged for 
when the new institute was planned, and I suppose added somewhere 
between five and ten thousand dollars to the cost of that Institule, 

But we have to do now with remedying a condition of things not 
provided for at the beyinning. 

I am sorry for the delay which the department hoped

I have your letter of the 15th ultimo, enclosing 
receipts for expenditures you have incurred at the Coqualeetza 
Indian Residential School. I would point out that these 
accounts cover a period of six months and are in the main 
unauthorized by the Department. I regret that it is necessary 
to recapitulate the general instructions contained in letters 
directed to you under cover of April 7, 1922, March 10 and 
August 4, 1923. 


You should secure authority before incurring 
expenditure, other than for minor repairs to buildings and 
mechanical plant. The Department must insist in this connec- 
tion, as otherwise there would be no check on our expenditure. 
Accounts for minor repairs should be forwarded at least once 
each quarter. In an earlier letter, I suggested that you 
deal with one lumber firm and one hardware firm only, for a 
stated period. Materials which can be strictly considered 
repairs to plant should be included on the firm's monthly 
or quarterly statement. The accounts should be in duplicate 

nd should not be paid by school cheque, but should be 
certified, if correct, and forwarded to the Department for 
payment. Cheques will then issue direct to the firms. In 
other words, you should not pay accounts and then approach 
the Department for reimbursement. 


When you have special authority for expenditure, 
the accounts in relation thereto should be certified by you 
and forwarded to the Department separately, under a covering 
letter quoting the authority. Such accounts should be 
forwarded for payment as soon as they can be certified, and 

Encl. the items should not be mingled with those for current 
minor repairs.

Receipt No. 35, for a door and five 
sash, might be considered as repairs, but an explanation is 
necessary. There is no authority in connection with receipts 
Ho. 4 and 5 - a furnace and the freight thereon - and 
favourable consideration cannot be given. Receipt No. 6 has 
reference to lumber, which quite possibly has been used for 
minor repairs, and you may seek reimbursement. Receipt No. 
7 has items for thimbles, rope, etc., which camot be 
allowed. If you wished to erect swings in the playground, 
you should have secured authority. Receipt No. 8 is for 
labour, installing a furnace in the residence, which was 
unauthorized and cannot be allowed. Receipts No. 9 and 
10 are for inting, etc., and, as they amount to approx- 
imately $167, they should have been the subject for a 
Special letter seeking authority. Receipts No. 11 and 12 
are largely for glass, which cannot be allowed as no 
authority was granted. Receipt No. 13 is for $25 worth of 
cement, which cannot be considered*“for minor repairs and 
Qannot be allowed as there was no authority.

Dear Mr. Raley: 


Rev. Mr. Perrier has written concerning the most 
urgent improvements at the Coqualeetsa Indian Reeidential 
School. I note that detailed estimates of the cost of 
constructing a henhouse and a hogpon will be forwarded to 
Ottawa. You may proceed with the repairing and painting 
of the two outdoor dormitories and the cottage. which have 
been placed side by side. The estimate of $3500 in this 
comection should not be exceeded. The old barn may be 
supplied with folding doors, a suitable floor and a coat 
of paint on the outside. The cost of the materials in 
this connection should not exceed the estimate of $300. 
The labour should be performed by the school staff and 
older boys. 


You may purchase the material for a new flooring 
of British Columbia fir in the parlour, living room ané 
front hall of the ?rincipal's residence. You may also have 
two bedrooms and the front hall redecorated and the outside 
of the building painted. The estimate of $280 in this 
connection should not be exceeded. 12 yards of sonerete 
fence and 123 yards of strong wire fence. with posts and 
gates, may be undertaken at the front of the school 
property. I note the estimate of $200 in this connection. 


In the purchase of materials, you should secure 
competitive prices, and, when forwarding certified accounts 
in duplicate. you should attach thereto memos showing those 
asked to quote and the prices quoted. The labour should be 
provided by the management wherever possible. I realize 
that the decorating of the rrincipal's residence will have 
to be done by others. You should get two or three respon- 
sible decorators to quote on the supplying of the material 
and the performing of the necessary work. If a saving can 
be effected and a portion of the amount authorized 
unexpended. the Department will be grateful.

In my inspection of this institution I would like 
to draw your attention to the following needs by way of repairs 
and buildings; 


1) The construction of a Hen-House and a Hog-Pen. I have reason 
(2) cress that these have been included in tie estimatee for 
this institution, but up to date Mr, Raley has not received 

»efficial notice to go on with the work. 


(2) When in Ottawa I drew the attention of the Department to the 
Three Bubldings, two of which were formerly used for dormitory 
purposes, and one a small cottage that was used for a farmer's 
home, which have all been placed side by side, contiguoug to the 
north-west comer of the playground. The estimate for putting 
these in repair and painting was $300.00. 


(3) The Old Bam, which was removed from the present bam site to 
the Tear of the stables and bam, is not at all in keeping with 
the rest of the buildings, and needs folding doors to close it in, 
a floor, and a coat of paint outside. The cost of this, for 
material, will be about $300. 00. 


(4) The Principal's Home is ih need of a new floor in the parlour, 
living room, and front hall. This should be of the best British 
Columbia fir. The cost of the flooring (nails and material) will 
be about $100.00. There are two bedrooms and the front hall that 
should be re-decorated - the cost $100.00. The Principal's home 
should be painted outside,-the cost of the material will be in the 
neighborhood of $80.00. 


(5) A New Fence is a necessity on the front of the property next 
the pu c sidewalk, at each end of the present cement fence, 

The length of the newly required fence is 133 yards, Then it 
will be necessary to move the gateway further north to meet the 
needs of the new building, and to continue the cement fence up to 
that point - 12 yards in all. Competitive estimates have been 
obtained, and the lowest estimate brings the cost of the 12 yards 
of concrete fence (matching the old fence) to $150.00, and the 
is"faco for yards of strong wire fence, with posts and gates 

° 00. 


All these items shotild be attended to in the present 
fiscal year, and in order that they may be properly executed 
immediate authority should be given to the principal. I would 
appreciate it very much if this can receive the immediate attention 
of the Department, and the Principal notified accordingly.

I have your letter of the llth instant, with 
reference to the purehase of the corner lot and small 
house near the Coqualeetsa Indian Residential School. 
The Department has favourably considered your request 
and I should be grateful if you would have the Reverend 
Prineipal secure an option on the corner lot before the 
Department takes steps to purchase. This action should 
be taken immediately, as the funds will not be available 
after April first. Instruct Mr. Raley to notify the 
Department by night letter when he secures the option 
and ask him to indicate the price. The Department will 
then ask the Department of Justice to search title and 
to arrange for the purchase - all provided the price is 
satisfactory. 


You may authorise Mr. Raley to erect a hen- 
house, at an estimated cost of $700. This amount should 
not be exceeded. He should seoure competitive prices 
before purchasing materiale and should su rvise the 
erection of the Lr my » If any expert labour is re- 
quired, time sheets in duplicate should be kept, showing 
the receipts of the labourers. The Department feels it 
would be good instruction if the older boys and members 
of the staff aid the work and if the entire grant of $700 
was expended for materials. 


I understand that the hogpen erected this year

In the Main Estimates for the current fiscal year, 
there is an item of $3,500 for the provision of a farm 
instructor's residence at the Coqualeetza Indian Residential 
School. You will remember that this was to be used in part 
payment for the White property - the Missionary Society of 
the United Church to provide an equal amount. The Society 
has not voted its share, and Rev. T. Ferrier recommends that 
the funds be used for the following: - 


Memorandum: 


(a) The purchase of the corner lot and house, 
which is about 200 yards from the main building. At 
one time the school authorities had an option on 
this property, the price of which was $1,200. 

(b) The provision of a henhouse, which I had 
intended including in the Main Estimates for the 
coming fiscal year. $700 is required. 


(c) To reimburse the school man ment for the 
extra cost of a hogpen erected this é The Depart- 
ment allowed a grant for this purpose, but I under- 
stand some of the accounts were not forwarded to %ttawa 
as the estimate was exceeded. {£400 has been mentioned 
in this connection.

Dear Sir: 


I am enclosing an estimate for 
the putting in of two water fronts in the 
kitchen range. These are to heat the tank in 
the kitchen which we have not been able to use 
satisfactorily for a considerable length of 
time. We have reached the stage when we feel it 
is very necessary we should have the benefit of 
the water in this tank. When it was installed 
by the Department a small jacket heater was put 
in. This was so small that it was impossible to 
heat water. 

I have been looking into it and I 
had the plumber out here to give me his lowest 
estimate on the intalling of two hot water backs 
in the range and conducting water to the boiler. 


I was speaking to the Inspector of 
Indian Schools for the United Church who was here, 
and he advised me to send in the estimate to the 
Department and get the sanction of the Department 
before having the work done, 


I might say this is very necessary 
and ‘will, when done, add greatly to our supply of 
hot water. The tank holds 80 gallons.

To justify ourselves making this request, let 

me state that our manual training in the technical arts is 
necessarily developing and to our woodwork and blacksmith 
departments we have aided a course in mechanical engineering 
including the gas engine. There are hundreds of gas motor 
boats used for fishing purposes owned by Indians in British 
Columbia. A large number of which are owned and operated 
by families represented at Coqualeetza. It is obvious this 


vocational training is more necessary for the boys of the 


coast villages and reserves than farming and horticulture, 
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> 
especially helpful will it be for the boys of the V and 

VI grades who will not be able to go to the Bechnical High 
School in Vancouver and it will not be nearly so costly. 

To the present time we have housed our cars 
in the Techical Building on the ground floor one part of 
which is devoted to blacksmith work. The building was 
originally designed for this extension in mechnical wo rk; 
when the time was opportune to commence. This part used 
aS @ garage is now needed for the origional design of the 
building. 

We have three cars to take care of, One used 
by the Principal and the general work of the school, another 
by the nurse and field matron and the farm instructor who 
has been with us for six years has a car, MM garage is 
rather a serious need and if the Department would assure a 
grant of the amount necessary I would build it at once at 
a safe distance from the other buildings, adequate in size 
and in keeping with the general plan of the school plant. 

While the training in building this unit will 
be helpful to the boys one skilled carpenter should be 
employed. 

Trusting my explenation is satisfactory and 
adequate to convine the Deaprtment of the wisdom and absolute 
need for such a building,

I do not knew what funds will be 
available fer Cequaleetza Residential Scheol, Sardis, 
this year but trust the anount necessary for the 
building of a farmer's residence will be autherized. 

I might remind you the Department 
voted Three Thousand Dellars lest year and gave per- 
missien ot the Missienary Seciety ef the United Church 
of Canada te have that amount applied to the purchase 
ef a house and grounds five acres in the orchard 
belonging to Dr. White adjacent to the Department's 
property at Coqualeetze Residential School. 

The purchase of the property valued 
at $7500.00 was unanimously recommended by the presbytery 
in British Celumbia, The General Board in Toronte 
while in symapthy with the resolution and recegnizing 
the advantage ef securing the preperty for scheol 
purpeses, en account ef insufficient funds had te lay 
the matter ever. 

A few days ago I attended the Sritish 
Celumbia Missionary Cemnittee te urge the grant be made 
this year. The Superintendent of Missions and the 
Chaitman ef the Missiénary Cemmittee peoth advised me 
that the fund was inadequate, 50 regretfully, in view 
ef more urgent claims I thought it unwise te press the 


matter. 
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The ce-eperation ef the church and the 
Department fer several reasens was approved and advised 
by the Rev. T, Ferrier, Inspecter ef Indian Education 
fer the United Church ef Canada and the late Mr. RH. 
Cairns, Inspector ef Indian Scheols fer British Celumbia. 
In endeavouring to obtain the necessary amount frem the 
church I canvassed every influential approach pessible, 

I hope the Department will new authorize 
the work te preceed en the $3000.00 basis.

GYMNASIUM, Since ceming te Coqualeetze the need of a 
gymnasium hes been felt for ebvious reasens. Since we 
doubled eur pupilage the need has been mere keenly felt. 

We excel in our eut-door athletics. As however there is 

at least one half of the scheel year when out-door 

gemes cannot be indulged, it is rather a serious situation. 


It will cost about $8,000.00 te construct the building in 


harmony with the general plant. 


GREENHOUSE, This a unit of the original plan of the new 
school sdepted by the gevernment in 1923. You will 

remember the lowest tender fer the creenhouse was $§000. 00. 
This wes more than the Department theught sheuld be spent 
for such @ purpese. I have made a estimate with @ contractor 
and find that a greenhouse of the same size can be built 
for $2000.00 by using a weeden frame instead of iron. A 
year ago we lest over 1000.00 ceraniums and this winter 
we lost 1500 plants besides much valuable gerden stuff 

we were trying te save for bedding out this Spring. On 
acceunt of the large greunds and extensive gardens we have 


to maintain, we are handicapped fer lack of this necessity, 
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2. 

THE MAIN BUILDING of COQUALERTZA, It is new 
six years eld end requires an expenditure ef $2000.00 
over-hauling plumbing and electric light systems, motors 
and machinery. Fleors in the boys' and girls' play-rooms 
should be relaid. To save the floor surfaces the corridor 
should be re#varnished and the weod work in certain parts 
re-painted. While the building has been kept very caree 
fully, deterioration through lack of small annual expenditures 


is the last thing the Department would wish.te see.

I have your letter of the 3lst ultimo, 
with reference to the farmer's residence at the 
Coqualeetza Infiian Residential School.

I went over the school with the Principal, 
Reve Raleigh. The school was not quite full. I found that 
the floors are going in the wash rooms and will have to be 
relaid shortly. The kitchen wants a steam-heater in it. 
The present twenty gallon cooking pots used as steamers are 
too heavy, cumbersome and possibly dangerous for the 
children and cooks to lift. An ironer is badly needed in 
the laundry. ‘Chis, I understand has been promised. he 
clothes drier is far too small and a pull out cupboard one 
should be installed as at other schools. *his is more than 
necessary here owing to the amount of wet and rainy weather. 
. An/jelectric bread slicer would also be of great use. Keys 
Vasa locked doors in this school should be boxed in glass 
ke VM fronted boxes and placed near the locked doors in case 
of fire, and fire axes placed beside the fire escape doors 
in case of their jamming in frosty weather.

Mr. Inspector G. H. Barry, in @ xt on his 
recent inspection of the Coqualeetza Indian sidential 
School, recommends that two lengths of fire hose, each 50 
feet long, be supplied, one to be for use on each side. 

He states that the present eugely of hose will not take 

the water to certain areas eu8 several lengths are joined 
together. The rtment will approve of your arranging for 
the purchase of se two lengths of fire hose - each 50 

feet long and of the same size as the hoge at present on 

hand. While you should obtain a good grade of hose, it is not 
intended that unnecessary expense be incurred in the pur- 
ohase of same. ou should forward a properly certified account, 
in duplicate, covering the cost. 


The Inspector further recommends that a door be cut 
between the boys’ infirmary and the boys’ corridor. He states 
that this would allow for an approach from the boys' side direct 
and not the roundabout way through the girls' side, as at present. 
Please state your views regarding this recommendation of Mr. 
Barry and, also, the cost involved in having the door installed. 


fhe Inspector also recommends that fire escape ladders 
be installed leading from the emall boys' and the small girls' 
dormitories.

Remarks :- The floors in the basements are very much worn. The material / 
pf which they are made does not seem to stand up well to the constant 
use to which it is put. There is a different material being used now 
lin the newer schools, which I should recommend be used when the present

RUSIDENTIAL SCHOOL 
went over i@ school with the principal, 
There were 220 children in the school at the time of my 
visit, which happened to be "Founders' Day" and sports of 
all kinds were in full swing that afternoon. They were going 
to have for supper, bread and butter, fruit, cocoa and milk, 


The school was clean and in excellent order, 
though as before reported, most of the floors are in very 
bad shape ani should and will have to be attended to as 
soon as possible, 


The Principal wishes to make some slight struct- 
ural alteration in the matter of a doorway into the infirmary 
from the boys’ side. This would gBive direot access, whieh 
is not so now. 


I also went over the barns, which were well kept 
and in good order, The stock, pigs, cows and horses were clean 
well fed and looked after, 


I went over the manual training school, which as 
I have before reported, is a great success. I was particularly 
pleased to see that the boys are taking up boat building. One 
quite a large launch for fishing purposes, was in the course 
of construction, and apparently, they seem to be making an 
excellent job of it. 


The boys of the school were Playing a football 
match against a white boys' team. These boys are really 
first class football players and played a good, keen and 
clean game, In fact, the sports and sporting instinct at 
this school reflects great credit upon the principal. Organ- 
ized games such as take Place at this school are, to my mind, 
& most important subject in the upbringing and forming of 
character amongst the young Indians, perhaps even more so 
than academic knowledge. Besides games, these children are 
trained in various other ways, such as cadets, scouts, girl 
guides, cubs, brownies, gardening, etc. They are now forming 
@ library, in fact every activity and perhaps more than can 
be found at a high priced white boarding school, Ail these 
activities make for an excellent atmosphere in the school, 
and show what can be done to benefit the Indian childrens 
training but at the same time they must entail endless 
work upon the principal and reflect great credit upon his 
organizing abilities.

Report is herewith submitted cover- 
ing the construction of water supply system 
to Kootenay Indian Residential School, together 
with summary of costs. 

Work was done in accordance with 
that portion of Mr. W. C. Warren's report of 
March 4, 1931, which dealt with the development 
for domestic water supply only. 


CONTRACT 
Advertisements were published in the 

"Cranbrook Courier" inviting tenders for the 
construction of the water supply system accord- 
ing to plans and specifications which called 
for the construction of two concrete intake 
boxes at the springs and a reinforced conorete 
reservoir on the existing pump line from the 
achool, the erection of wire fencing around the 
site of the springs and the installation of 
about 2800 feet of 3=-inch pipe line from the 
springs to the reservoir. The contract for this 
work was let to Mr. A.E.Jones of Cranbrook and 
was signed by him on November 14, 1931. Work 
was started on the same day and continued until

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December 5th when it had to be temporarily 
discontinued owing to non-delivery of pipe. 
Work was resumed on January 8, 1932, and rinally 
completed on January 20th, on which date the 
system was in full operation. 

The contract price for this work 
was $4400.00. 


EXTRA WORK 


Reconstruction of Reinforced Conorete Reservoir 
As discussed in detail, in memorandum 


dated January 2nd and attached to fhis report 
as Appendix "A", it was deemed advisable to 
reconstruct the reinforced concrete reservoir. 
This was done on December 6th. The cost of this 


extra work was $410.72. 


Cleaning of Pressure Tank 


From the concrete reservoir, water 
is pumped to a steel tank from which it is raised 
by air pressure to the upper floors of the 
school building. 

This tank I am informed, has a capacity 
of approximately 3,000 gallons. It is buried 
under about ten foot earth cover outside of the 
engine room of the school in the angle formed 
by the engine room and chapel walls. A timber 
lined shaft about 14 feet deep gives access to 
the manhole, which is locate@ in the end of the 
tank adjacent to the engine room. 

4s this tank had not been inspected 
for over ten years it was considered advisable 
to clean it thoroughly before cutting in on the 
new water supply system from the springse 
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The bottom of the tank was found 
to be covered some four inches deep with sludge 
deposited from St. Mary's river water. About 
thirty pails full of this material were removed, 
the interior of the tank was then thoroughly 
gorubbed with wire brushes and well rinsed out. 

In addiiion to cleaning out the tank 
it was found necessary tc reline the shaft 
leading to the manhole of the tank, the old 
lining being badly rotted. 


PUMPING ENGINE 
As instructed by you under date of 


November 26, 1931, the pumping engine used 

prior to December 2, 1931, was on that date 

removed and replaced by a Gilson internal com~ 

bustion engine. After a short period of operation 

this engine proved most unsatisfactory and was 

replaced by a Petters atomic diesel engine which 

is reported to be giving complete satisfaction. 
The final cost of this installation 

was $852.366 


AMENDMENT OF PLANS 

During progress of construction it was 
considered advisable to make slight alteratiom 
in the design of the reservoir. ‘These alter- 
ations are shown on the plan attached to this 
report, which plan supersedes the plan accomp~- 


anying Mr. Warren's report of March 4, 1931.

Memorandum - Mr. Webb 

Concrete work on the above project was put 
under way on November 18, when the upper intake box 
was installed. On November 20, concreté was poured 
for the lower intake boxe When forms were removed 
from these structures the concrete was found to be 
of excellent quality and well set. 

Temperature records for these days, taken 
at Cranbrook about six miles distant, show a max- 
imum of 36 degrees and a minimum of 13. No records 
were available at Kootenay Indian Residential 
School but it lies at a considerably lower elevation 
than Cranbrook, has a sheltered location in the 
St. Mary's River valley, and, I am informed, winter 
temperatures at the school are always higher than 
at Crambrook. From the above it is obvious that 
there was no danger of ill effects from frost action 
on the dates noted. 

Conditions on the morning of November 21 
were apparently not different from previous days 
and installation of the reinforced concrete reservoir 
was proceeded with. During that night however there 
was a very sudden drop in temperature, Cranbrook 
records showing a minimum of 10 degrees below zero. 

This cold snap continued until after 
December 1, and I am informed, was altogether 
unexpected and most unusual so early in the winter 


season. Records kept by the Forestry Department in 
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Cranbrook show nothing like it since 1924.6 

Records obtained at Cranbrook by the 
Meteorological Service of Canada show the November 
mean temperature for the previous 23 years to have 
been 29 degrees. The mean temperature for November, 
1931 was 24.2 degrees; for the first twenty days 
of the month it was 34 degrees, but for the last 
ten days it was only 4.5 degrees showing a period 
of exceptionally low temperature. 

Toward the end of thiv sold snap, 
salamanders were placed in the reservoir to slowly 
thaw the concrete. In some countries, I am 
informed, concrete is allowed to freeze and later 
when thawed out, a good set is obtained. After a 
few days of thawing with the salamanders different 
portions of the forms inside the reservoir were 
removed and samoles of the concrete aggregate 
secured. In no case, in my opinion, was there a 
satisfactory concrete set, the thawed aggregate 
appearing to be nothing better than packed sand and 
gravel. Orders were thereupon given to dismantle 
the reservoir and to prepare for its reconstruction. 

The cold snap broke on December 2, and 
on December 4 the reservoir was reconstructed 
under favourable weather conditions. To safeguard 
against another sudden drop in temperature, all 
materials were heated, and immediately on completion 
of construction the reservoir was covered with straw 
and manure. 

Fairly mild weather held for some days 
and it is confidently expected that the reservoir as 


now constructed will prove to be a structure of good 


workmanship.

I beg to forward herewith a copy of a letter 
received from Dr. W. S. Barclay requesting authority to 
expend approximately $24.00 to purchase moose hides for use 
in connection with the vocational work at the hospital which 
is carried out under the supervision of the teachers, Miss 
Flynn and Mrs. Robertson. The transportation costs are 
estimated by Dr. Barclay at $5.00 to $6.00, making the total 
amount required for this purpose approximately $30.00. 


It will be noted that Dr. Barclay suggests that the 
funds received from the sale of articles made from the hides 
could be used for financing odd purchases, in which I presume 
he includes further sup»lies of leather. 


Much of real value is being accomplished in having 
the children at the hospital take an interest in this and all 
forms of craft work and I have no hesitation in recommending 
favourable consideration of this application. I would also 
recommend that, if in order, the expenditure be made a charge 
against Vote 79 B.C. Special.

Some of our women patients have been making beaded 
leather novelties which have had a ready sale. Although beads have 
been quite hard to get, we seem to be able to locate small quantities 
here and there which keep our patients ocoupied, but it has been al- 
most impossible to secure leather. 


Following an enquiry, Mr.Indian agent liowe has informed 
me that I could secure a number of moose hides from a Mr.J.E.MceKintyre 
of Fort MeLeod, B.C. at a cost of Six Dollars each, plus cost of trans- 
portation, I am not sure whether Mr. MceKintyre is an Indian, or 
whether, (more likely), he is in charge of the Hudson Bay post. 


Would it be possible to secure authority for the purchase 
of,say four, of these hides at a cost of $24.00 plus perhaps another 
$5.00 or $6.00 for transportation, from the "B.C. Special Vote"? It 
is necessary, in connection with our vocational work here, to make 
gmall outlays for material from time to time, and I would propose that 
we would sell leather from hides thus secured and use this small fund 
for financing odd purchases. 


Mr.Howe says in his letter that we would not be ale to 
get these hides until through the Christmas mail. It is quite likely 
too, that word should be sent north as soon as possible in omer to 
make certain they are available for that mail. If it is necessary for 
you to communicate with Ottewa, I would suggest therefore, that you 
write by Air Mail and ask for an Air Mail reply. I am writing to Mr. 
Howe saying what steps have been taken.

In reply to your letter of February 7th, file 107-9+1151, 
asking for information relative to vouchers #289 and #688. 


The expenditure for the latter of course was authorized by 
the Department through your office. The hides are to be cut up and 
used in the making of moccasins and small mindature beaded moccasins, 
gauntlets, jackets ete., which are used for wear as lapel ornaments. 


Voucher #289 covers an extensive list of small quantities of 
articles used by the patients for doing handicraft work. Such articles 
include wool, cotton, oilcloth, homespun, neefles, thread, -@rochet 
hooks, linen and jack-knives. The jackeknives of course were for the 
purpose of encouraging the boys to do tot@m pole carving on the yellow 
cedar which you were able to secure for us quite some time ago. At tines 
I have bought small quantities of poster paint for the necessary 
colouring of these totgm poles. The varnish used to finish the articles 
comes from our own hospital stock. Some of the articles made with other 
supplies, some of which are indicated above, and which are worked on by 
the women and girls include stuffed dells, stuffed oilcloth children's 
4oys, table runners, cushion covers, small crocheted articles, shopping 
bags, afghans, and similar articles which do not come to mind at the 
moment, 

I am eure the Department is not questioning the desirability of 
carrying on this type of work, as we have found that when our patients, 
especially the younger ones are doing these things they are really 
less active then when they are not occupied. With the supervision and 
encouragement of the teachers they are really carrying on much the same 
type of work as is done in the schools I believe, and more than once 
I have been given to understand that they are happier when they have 
something like this to do. 


Actually of course I did not recall that the Department ever 
specifically authorized any special sum to be used for purchase of these 
necessary quite varied supplies, and they may feel it advisable to budg¢ 
for this particuler branch of our hospital work which I consider 
necessery part of our treatment. Thus far of course it has been 4ifficu7 
to estimate the cost of such supplies during a full year, 
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To Major MacKay -2= February 12th, 1944, 


wth. 
Most of these,.are bought in small quantities and where avail- 
able course can be much more easily obtained by personal purchase 
than requisition to the Department. So often the need arises 
without being able to anticipate a sufficient time in advance for 
reference to the Department, 


The Department may wonder what is happening to the finished 
articles. Not long ago I indicated to the Department in connection with 
@ request for sup»lies of small seed beads that the articles produced 
(mainly small novelties) were being sold. This is true of most of the 
other goods made by the patients. Depending somewhat on the particular 
item a portion of the selling price is returned to the patient, not 
so much as recompense for the time involved, but to provide them with 
a little spending money. Part is given over to the B. C. Indian spitfire 
Pund, and a small proportion usually not more than five to twenty-five 
cents (depending on the total value is retained by the teachers for 
buying additional supplies. We have adopted the procedure of paying 
the patient in cash at once out of this small fund we are trying to 
build up, so that he or she will not have to wait until the eventual 
sale of the article. We have found that patients are much more pleased 
and more cooperative when this is done. I have always taken thet. 
attitude that we are not a factory and no attempt whatever is being 
made to produce things on a commercial scale in spite of the fact that 
requests have come from many places for these "Indian articles". we 
cannot begin to supply these many requests. 


Last fall at the Chilliwack Exhibition we had a display of our 
handicraft which excited a very great deal of interest, and as a result 
there was quite a flood of individual orders for this type of 
handicreft, I think we received some worthwhile publicity. 


If there is anything further I can explain in connection with%; 
part of our work I would be very glad to do so, and if any specifie 
instructions from the Department are required they will be welcome, 

Thus far we have had to more or less let the work develop along the 
most suitable lines. Actually there is almost enough supervisory work 
involved not only with the patients, but with the many little financial 
transactions to require the full-time of one person.

With reference to the petition of Mr. William 
Thompson, teacher of the Saanioh Indian day sohool, B.C., 
applying for a pension or gratuity on account of failing 
health and lencth of service, which was forwarded to the 
Department through Mr. Ralph Smith, MeP-, I beg tO say 
that the Department has no provision for the superannua- 
tion of teachers and I only know of two cases where a 
retiring allowance was made, 

Miss Carrie Morley, who taught the Sranish 
River school for over twelve years and was obliged to 
resign on account of ill-health and old age, was allowed 
six month's salary; and Miss Annie O'Connor, who taught 
the Maniwaki school for twelve years and resigned o8 
account of ill<health, was given a gratuity of $50.00, 

Upon referring to Mr. Inspector Green's reports 


on the Saanich sohool I find that the Indians complained 


very muoh of the sohood and that the Inspector pointed 


out tO Mr. Thompson the need of improvement in oonducting 
it. Mx. Thompson was married in the early part of the 
year 1806 and he told the Inspector that his wife would 
move with him to the reserve and assist him inthe school, 
In his next rePort the Inspector states that the school 
nad made a new start since Mrs. Thompson commenced t°

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help and that she was an excellent assistant and taught 
the girls who attended regularly sewing and knitting 
and there was marked improvement since his former in~ 
spection.

I beg to forward herewith an educational 
survey of the Saanich Reserves, Cowichan Indian Agency, 
recently completed by Inspector G.H. Barry. 


This report shows that there are sufficient 
children of school age living on the "ast Saanich Re- 
serve, at present not attending any school, to give a 
fair average atteniance should a new school be esta~ 
blished on that Reserve. 


While in the Cowichan Agency recently, I 
visited the East Saanich Reserve and looked over the 
church building which has been suggested as suitable 
for use as a class room until such time as a day 
school can be provided by the Department. This build- 
ing is quite suitable for our requirements, being 
sufficiently large, well-lighted, and adequately heated 
by a good wood-burning furnace. The rental suggested 
is $10 per month which, in view of the accommodation 
provided, is considered quite fair. There is a well 
with excellent water close to the church and is operated 
by a hand pump. This well was put in last year by the 
Engineering and Construction Service of the Department. 


Until better arrangements can be made, the 
Department would be well-advised to favorably consider 
the establishment of a day school on the East Saanich 
Reserve as suggested in this report and if funds can be

found to meet the cost of desks, furnishings, rent and 
the fuel required, I would recommend that these be ob- 
tained and the school made ready for the admission of 

pupils early in January. Provision would, of course, 

also have for the teacher's salary. 


It will be observed that of the twenty-three 
children available to attend, six are non-Catholics,In 
view of this, an arrangement similar to that existing 
at Koksilah might be made for religious instruction for 
these children, 


As the suggested arrangement is to be of a 
temporary character, a formal surrender of the land by 
the Band is not considered necessary at this time. The 
Band might, however, by resolution agree to the use of 
the lend by the church for mission and educational pur- 
poses at the pleasure of the Department.

In reply to your letter of the 20th. instant, 
file number above noted, with reference to educational matters on 
the Saanich I.R's, I wish to advise that from ybur lefter it would 
appear that I am just supposed to reply to the matters referred to 
in the letters attached to yours, with the added information or 
rather my views on the suggestion that a school be established on 
the Saanich I1.R. # 3e on @ temporary basis. 


(1). I am definitely against the establishment of a school at 
Cole Bay, either on or off the I. R. for various reasons any one 
of which I think is sufficient at the present time, (a) Only 20 
children of school age on this reserve, 8 of which are already at 
Kuper Island School and would probably have to remain there anyway 
as it is doubtful if home conditions would be satisfactory for them 
to attend a day schoole 2 of the 12 haa are sickly with T.}. 
and would have been in the Coqualeetza Hospital now if the parents 
would consent. This leaves a total of 10 children available for day 
school and it is reasonable to expect that the average attendance 
would not be more than 8, (bo) there is no suitable building on 
the Reserve and certainly none available off the Reserve as every 
where is c owded with war workers at the patricia Bay Air Station 
as well as wives and families of the airmen stationed there, ‘hen 
again, the authorities have already closed the Sidney High School 
on account of its location and contiguousness to the Airport and 
it would certainly not be permitted for us to opena school near 
the Cole Bay Reserve that could be used by the children of No 4 
IeR. (if there happened to be any-which there are not at the 
moment although there will be one boy next year)e (c) Indians 
living on Cole Bay Reserve are the worst drifters of any in the 
Agency, they generally leave the Reserve very early in the Spring 
and dont come back until Chra&stmas, so that actually there is just 
a period of about 4 or five months in the year that we may expect 
a 75% attendance of school children at any school except the 
Residential School which opensbefore the parents go Hop picking.

I have your letter of the 4th instant 
quctoeseg correspondence which you have received 
in rega to providing educational facilities for 
the Indian children at Cole Bay. Very careful 
consideration has been given to your letter but 
I regret that at the present time favourable 
consideration cannot be given to this application. 
As you are aware, Government funds are not being 
expended at the present time for the erection of 
buildings other than those required for war 
purposes. Besides, it is more than likely that 
there will be further restrictions in transport 
facilities. 


In view of the recent letter written to 
you approving the Geeckaey of pupils of 15 years 
of age, and even younger in some cases, to assist 
in the fishing industry, there will be several 
vacancies in the residential schools. This, of 
course, will inolude Kuper Island and under these 
circumstances I see no reason why the children of 
school age at Cole Bay could not be placed in the 
residential school mentioned.

During a recent visit to the Saanich Indian 
Day School, I wish to advise that the closing date of this 
school for the summer holidays was brought to my attention 
py the Teacher. I told her that as far as I knew it would 
close at the end of May next but in view of the fact that 
it opened a month late after the Christmas holidays, I would 
recommend to you that it be kept open until the end of Juné, 
providing she (the Teacher) was reasonably sure thet the 
attendance would warrant it during June. 


She informed me that the question had 
already been taken up with some of the parents and the general 
opinion was that very few, if any, of the families with children 
of school age would be going to the U.S, this summer to pick 
berries as they wuld do better at home, This correspondsy¢ 
with the feeling among the Indians pretty well throughout the 
Agency. I would therefore recommend that this school be 
kept in operation until the end of June nexte 


I may say for your information that this 
Teacher, Miss Wadel, is certainly making an improvement all 
round in that school. She has planted a gmall school vegetable 
garden, also some flowers along the walks, not to mention the 
general cleanup outside the building, However, her good work 
does not end there as she has got the pupils right on their 
toes and for once they seem to be learning something, not to 
mention the art of cleanliness, I would say Miss Wadel is a
